Police have put a special 
"Slasher Squad” into full-time 
service to try to solve thp 
murders. Police said they 
know the Slasher's victims 
from a trademark known only 
to top officials. 

Police have not confirmed 
that Saturday's victim was. 
killed by the Slasher. 

"We don’t know’ if he was 
shot or stabbed, there was so 
much blood," Cooke said of 
the body discovered just five 
blocks from police head¬ 
quarters.

Soviets corroded brains of dissidents 


WASHINGTON fUPI) - So¬ 
viet police doctors arc pacify¬ 
ing about 7.000 political dis¬ 
sidents with a variety of 
drugs and have apparently 
performed some "chemical 
lobotomies" using the well- 
known Western blood pres¬ 
sure efrug reserpine. accord¬ 
ing to testimony released 6y a 
TT.S. congressional siibconT-” 
mittpe Satu|day. 

The 121-pBgT report, re¬ 


leased by the senate subcom¬ 
mittee on internal security, 
detailed a variety of psychia¬ 
tric abuses in Russia to 
achieve behavior control of in¬ 
dividuals witji awkward politi- 
" W ' vi en w ! " '- ; '■ 

Dr. Norman Hirt, a psychia¬ 
trist at the University of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia medical school 
who has made a study of such 
abuses, said doctors employed 


by the Soviet security police 
(KGB) had discovered that 
massive doses of reserpine 
cause atrophy of the brain. 

- "They have discovered ap¬ 
parently in the KGB human 
expert mental unit that if you 
give huge doses of reserpine, 
you cause damage to cells 
that support, the brain cells 
that is. the foundation struc¬ 
tures in the brain. 


But what happens simply 
is that portions of the brain 
collapse on themselves, and 
you get what looks patholog¬ 
ically like cerebral atrophy ==_ 
atrophy the brain — which 
in a sign, sometimes, of old 
age. 

"This was made by ixxsl 
mortoms on dead people mur¬ 
dered in the so-called psychia¬ 
tric units.” 


The Canadian psychiatrist 
used the term "chemical lobo¬ 
tomies’’ to describe the Rus¬ 
sian program. A lobotomy Is 
brain surgery designed' to 
alter behavior patterns, and 
the Russians are achieving 
similar effects with drugs. 

Hirt estimated from his re¬ 
search that 7,000-8.000 per¬ 
sons. out of the Soviet popula¬ 
tion of over 22fi million, wpre 


<being treated* by these meth¬ 
ods. 

Hirt, who testified privately 
to two committee staff 
members in 1972, said he had 
developed his information 
from interviews with two So¬ 
viet psychiatrists (one had 
worked for the KGB), inter¬ 
views with Soviet Jews who 
have resettled in Israel, and 
through his own investiga¬ 
tions.

St. Pierre wins promises 


ST. PIERRE (CP) - A g<v 
\ emment-subsidized cost-of- 
living allowance for workers 
not on the government 
payroll, improved transpor¬ 
tation links and upgraded port 
facilities are among the provi¬ 
sions for the residents of the 
l<Yench Islands of St. Pierre- 
Miquelon worked out in talks 
held in Paris this week. 

The proposals announced in 
a radio broadcast Saturday 
were described by some is¬ 
landers as the key aspects in 
an economic package de¬ 
signed to allay dissatisfaction 
that has led to two brief gen¬ 
eral strikes. 

The eight-point program fol¬ 
lowed deliberations between 


Olivier Stirn, the French min¬ 
ister of overseas territories, 
and a St. Pierre delegation 
headed by Senator Albert 
Pen. The discussions also in- 
volved premier Jacques 
Chirac. 

The government’s promises 
include extenstion of the St. 
Pierre runway and the leasing 
by the French government of 
a 35-passenger turbo-prop 
plane to Air St. Pierre to re¬ 
place it* DC-3 passenger 
plane now In service between 
the islands and Sydney, N.S. 

Under the proposals, the 
freighter He de St. Pierre 
which is used to carry sup¬ 
plies from Canadian ports to 
the islands will be replaced in 


1976 by a freighter-passenger 
vessel with accommodation 
for up to 100 passengers. 

Other developments will in¬ 
clude a new livestock quaran¬ 
tine station far Miquelon, har¬ 
bor-dredging at St. Pierre and 
a breakwater for the island of 
Miquelon. 

Improved liaiaon between 
the deputy representing the 
islands and the overseas min¬ 
ister would include formal 
meetings every six months, 
with the meetings alternating 
between Paris and St. Pierre. 

Cost of the total package or 
any component, including the 
cost-of-living allowances for 
non-civil servants, was not 
given, but a meeting of the St.

But the echoes lost in sec¬ 
onds on Alaska’s North Slope 
this winter reverberate in 
Washington and Saudi Arabia, 
Houston and Kuwait.

Derived from “Alyeska,” 
which means “Great Land" to 
Ihe Aleuts, Alaska means 
“boom” to those who have 
chronicled her history. 

The rip tides of change 
crcsied across, the state’* 
586,412 square miles fcnd 
ancestors in* the gold rush, 
statehood, military DEW lines 
and the black gold discovery 
of 1968. 

But this time, It seems dif¬ 
ferent somehow — perhaps 
because it is a “first.” 

Pipeline pioneer 

Alyeska Pipeline Service 
' Co. is the offspring of eight 
mammoth oil conglomerates. 
Created by the giants develop¬ 
ing the rich Prudhoe Ray oil 
field perched on the rim of 
the Arctic Ocean, Alyeska is a 
pipeline pioneer.

We already 
have the nation’s highest un¬ 
employment rate coupled with 
a village poverty scale which 
points up by contrast the af¬ 
fluence of Appalachia. 

“Thus it was before oil, and 
thus it is some $900 million 
later.” 

* Valdez tripled 

The pipeline terminal town 
of Valdez has watched its pop¬ 
ulation triple to 1,100 since 
last spring. Lots jumped from 


$450 to $10,000. Teamsters 
earning $12.56 an hour live in 
dilapidated trailers or even 
tents. 

“In one day last week, we 
got over 1,200 applications in 
the mail and about 50-walk-ins 
in the lobby,” said E. L, Pat¬ 
ton, president of Alyeska. 

“Peogle outside don’t real¬ 
ize this "ls^a^unTorT*project. I 
would discourage every col¬ 
lege kid who wants to ^come 
up hero and strike .it rich on 
the pipeline. We need skilled 
people, people who take direc¬ 
tion, stable people who can 
handle the hardships.” 

Primary concern

The state needs more of 
everything except idle human 
bodies. 

U.S. Interior Secretary 
Rogers Morton, his silver hair 
gleaming against the back¬ 
drop of majestic mountains 
and small hills of steel pipe at 
Valdez, was the harbinger of 
Alaska’s 70s when he said In 
August 1973: 

“This project, the largest, 
ever undertaken by private 
enterprise, Is to our time as 
the pyramids were to theirs.” 

But little consolation to the 
housewife In Fairbanks who 
can’t buy a broom because 
Alyeska has swept them all 
up for its 29 pipeline camps.

Kidnappers bargain 

Two terrorists 
reject 

freedom offer 


BERLIN (UPI) — West 
Berlin authorities Saturday 
offered a band of urban guer¬ 
rillas a getaway plane to take 
the kidnapped Christian Dem¬ 
ocratic candidate for mayor 
out of the city as a hostage. 

The guerrillas reaffirmed 
their intention to kill 52-year- 
old Peter Lorenz unless they 
were out of Germany by 9 
a.m. Monday. 

But two of the six Impri¬ 
soned terrorists the guerrillas 
want to accompany* them — 
each With an $8,000 cash gift 
from Ihe government in hand 
refused the Invitation. 

Further complicating mat¬ 
ters, former mayor Heinrich 
Albert/, whom the guerrillas 
also said must come along as 
a hostage, also balked, saying 
he could do so “only if the 
dangers and risks do not bur¬ 
den just one side.” ' 

^ In o letter received at city 
hall Saturday afternoon, the 
kidnappers said they would 
release I/trenz only after Ihey 
had made a safe getaway 


with him and Albert/, and Al- 
bertz had returned to Berlin. 

The western allies, the only 
ones allowed to fly planes to 
and from West Berlin over 
East Germany, said they 
would supply an aircraft to 
fly the guerrilla party to West 
Germany today. Presumably 
they would transfer there to a 
West German plane to con¬ 
tinue to their unnamed desti¬ 
nation. 

Horst Mahler, a 38-year-old 
lawyer and member of the 
Baatier-Memhof g u e rr i lla 
band who is serving a 14-year 
jail term for conspiracy to 
cimmit murder, was on the 
list of six extremists to be 
freed, but refused. 

Mahler said the current 
guerrilla stategy of “individu¬ 
al terror must lead to a dead¬ 
end street." 

G a b r i e 11 e Kroecher- 
Tiedemann, 23, serving eight 
years for wounding a police¬ 
man, also said through her 
lawyer that she wouldn't go. 


LONDON (AP> I/mdon’s 
c<jroner sa(d early loday that 
at least 37 persons perished in 
the worst disaster in the 
112-y^ar history of the city’s 
subway system. Coroner 
David Paul said 24 bodies 
have been extracted but at 
least 13 more were still 
' crushed in the debris. . 

He added that rescuers 
“working at risk to their 
lives" may take until Wednes¬ 
day to reach the last body. 
Rescuers told reporters they 
feared the death toll might 
climb to 50. 

Soot-blackened firemen, 
working under are lights with 
hacksaws and acetylene 
torches, inched toward the 
front of the first carriage. It 
telescoped to one-fifth its nor¬ 
mal 6ize when the crowded 
train piled into the brick wall 
of a dead-end tunnel at Moor- 
gate station Friday. 

“There is a considerable 
smoke hazard down there and 
a fire risk from the inflamma¬ 
ble materials the rescuers are 
having to cut through,’.’ said 
Dr. Paul.

Officials said the cause of 
the wreck still was unknown, 
but investigators have deter¬ 
mined that the engineer, Les¬ 
lie Newson, 55, . whose body 
has not been recovered, had 
not applied the brakes. They 
also said the motors had not 
been turned off. 

About to) persons were in¬ 
jured in the crash at the sta¬ 
tion, a terminal point, and the 
last survivor's wer e brought to 
the surface Friday night. 

Charles Clisby, London's 
deputy chief assistant fire of¬ 
ficer, said searching the 
wreckage of the compressed 
train was "like taking a pack 
of cards apart one by one."

KAMLOOPS (CP) — Alt SPCA inspector says 
he has shot about 20 starving horses on snow- 
covered hillside near here because they were, too 
weak to move. Don Bacon said Saturday that a 
number of horses had died before he got there. He 
said 80 of the. strongest animals have been herded 
out safely by members of the Kamloops Indian 
land, but about 80 more were still stranded in snow 
up to four feet deep. 


Firemen said they fear the 
front: coach, which bore the 
brunt of the crash, contained 
the most passengers. The exit 
of Moorogate station is at the 
end of the platform where’the 
front car should have stopped 
and commuters normally 
crowd into this car to get a 
headstart on leaving.

the plane. 

The two hijackers surren¬ 
dered alter their partner and 
the two passengers were 
killed during the battle 
aboard the plane at Tehran’s 
airport, where the air pirates 
had forced the craft to land. 

Iranian authorities said 
seven of the more than 90 per¬ 


sons aboard the plane were 
injured. 

The hijackers had demand¬ 
ed $5 million and the release 
of anti-Iraqi government Kur¬ 
dish political leaders impri¬ 
soned in Iraq or they would 
blow up the plane and all 
aboard. 

Iranian Information Min¬ 
ister Gholamreza Kianpor 
said the shooting started 
“when armed Iraqi security 
officers in the plane whipped 
out their pistols." 

The two surviving hijackers 
managed to rush out of the 
plane and surrendered at the 
terminal Itself. 


Alberta oiling royalties? 

Legal technicality cited 


CALGARY (CP) - The Al¬ 
berta Petroleum Marketing 
Commission may be using a 
technical legal distinction to 
circumvent federal taxation 
of oil royalties paid 1o the 
provincial government by oil 
•companies. 

The commission has sent a 
letter to Alberta oil producers 
declaring that Its present, 
method of receiving the prov¬ 
ince's royalty share of oil pro¬ 
duction does not involve the 
traditional concept of royal¬ 
ties. ' 

Under procedures iVhieh 
went into effect in December, 
oil producers operating on 
crown leases deliver the roy¬ 
alty .share of their production 
In ihe commission which sells 
the oil itself. 

Between March, when the 
commission began operation, 
and last November, the pro¬ 
ducer sold the production and 
later turned Ihe province’s 
royalty share over ki the i- 
mwsirm. 

The commission now main¬ 


tains this does not involve ac- 
tuaT payment of royalties 
since under present practice 
the province’s share of pro¬ 
duction is taken in kind and 
the producers no longer pay 
any royalty. 

The commission maintains 


that between March and No¬ 
vember the oil producers 
were acting as agents for the 
commission and did not actu¬ 
ally make a royalty payment. 

The commission letter was 
sent out after oil producers 
received tax forms Irom Otta-

payments of royalties. 

Several companies have ap¬ 
parently named the commis¬ 
sion as., recipients of royalty 
payments. 

More than $90.6 million is 
Involved and includes funds 
turned over by the commis¬ 
sion to the provincial treasury 
as royalties from December 
oil production. 

If the federal government 
rules that the money is a true 
royalty, the 180 oil producers 
will have to priy federal taxes 
on that, amount.

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Arms trade booming 


'"pHE FURIOUS PACE of competition in which 
i. the world’s armament industries are engaged, 
and in which governments are deeply involved, 
makes nonsense of the sporadic efforts of perfectly 
sincere people to reduce or in any way limit the 
massive stockpiling of weapons. The international 
arms trade currently amounts to an estimated $18 
billion a year, and spreads to every area, rich or 
poor, and there is no single nation possessing the 
means of manufacture that is not trying to sell 
something lethal to friends and even enemies. 

In a devastating disclosure of the ramifica¬ 
tions of the trade, Time Magazine observes: “If the 
pattern of the past decade continues, most of the in¬ 
creased sales of arms will be to the under-developed 
nations of the Sferd World.’’ 

In 1964 the poor nations were able to find $1.5 
billion for weapons. In 1973 they paid $7.7 billions 
for more and better military equipment. 

“Is it wise or right to sell arms so lavishly to 
old and new antagonists?’’ the magazine asks . . . 
Is it right or moral for a world community unable 
to feed all its people to spend so much wealth on 
weapons?’’ 

The Soviet Union spends close to $100 billion a 
year on defence, the United States’ arms budget is 
about $90 billion. Such giants, rich in resources, 
can afford such spendthrift ways, although no-one 
would argue that the lives of their people would not 
be easier and happier if only a fraction of the mili¬ 
tary budgets were devoted tq. social services and 
cultural development. 

But a nation like Bangladesh, with millions 
starving, cannot justify even the relatively modest 


expenditure of $65 million. India spent $2.5 billion 
on defence last year, Pakistan $575 million, and in 
Latin America little nations like Colombia were 
spending at thp rate of $1J7 million, Uruguay $68 
million, Ecuador $52 million. 

The picture is the same in Africa, where Zam¬ 
bia, for example, budgets $78 million, Tanzania $42 
million, Ghana $24 million, and populous Nigeria 
$548 million. 

Such countries are the targets of the arms sell¬ 
ers, in some instances playing the part of agents 
provacateurs when they confide in one ministry the 
“secret'’ sale of weapons to a suspect neighbor. 

Meanwhile at the United Nations the perennial 
resolutions are introduced: to ban the use of na¬ 
palm; to stop development, production or stock¬ 
piling of chemical and bacteriorological weapons; 
to suspend all nuclear or thermoanuclear tests; to 
get wider ratification of the Treaty of Tlatelolco 
which would prohibit sale of nuclear weapons in 
Latin America. 

There are always dissenters and abstainers 
when it comes to a vote on these seemingly elemen¬ 
tary steps towards checking proliferation of arms. 
Even the resolution which sought to have the In¬ 
dian Ocean declared “a zone of peace" discovered 
35 nations which did not dare or care to cast a vote 
one way or another. They abstained. 

Indeed, the exercises at the disarmament con¬ 
ferences, the SALT contacts between the Soviet 
Union and the United States, and the broader con¬ 
tacts for the mutual reduction of forces in Central 
Europe provide small encouragement for anyone 
who hopes governments will do much, if anything, 
to stop the booming arms trade. 


Energy saving 


npHE FEDERAL GOVERNMENTS start of an 
-I- energy-saving drive on the part of all Cana¬ 
dians has considerable punch. The full-page adver¬ 
tisement that appeared in this and other news¬ 
papers across the country during the last week 
explains the need clearly and concisely. It comes 
none too soon. 

This is the message: If we continue to use elec-. 
tricity, gas and oil at the present rate of consump¬ 
tion, it will mean the finding of $100 billion, which 
is about $20,000 for every family in the country, to 
be spent over the next 10 years on new generators, 
dams, power lines, uranium and coal mines, gas 
and oil wells, and pipelines. 

There will be further information, if this isn’t 
enough to awaken the people to realization of their 
waywardness in the use of energy, and it should 
include an answer to those who feel other ways will 
be found soon to get around the problem. 

Undoubtedly new energy sources will be devel¬ 
oped. Science is working with a full head of steam 
on various alternatives to traditional sources of 
power to keep the-wheels turning. But it’s slow 
going. 

In the United States, which is the only country 
using more energy per capita than Canada (Swe¬ 
den is third, with the United Kingdom, France, 


Japan and Italy next in that order), there Is fe¬ 
verish activity in this regard. But that country’s 
new federal Energy Research and Development 
Administration doesn’t expect an early break¬ 
through. 

It is “swamped" with ideas, says a recent As¬ 
sociated Press report from Washington, all of 
which are examined. But nothing too new is ap¬ 
pearing, and the necessary detailed checking of 
them is a tedious and slow process. 

An ERDA spokesman is quoted as saying that 
of all the projects currently being developed, the 
use of solar energy for heating is the most likely to 
be immediately applicable on a wide scale. But the 
expense involved is almost as large a problem as 
the need for alternative energy sources, and gener¬ 
al home use is not expected to be possible before 
the 1980s. 

The technical know-how is there, but the an¬ 
swer to getting the cost of solar-heating a home 
down from $50,000 or $60,000 per unit is not in 
sight. 

Many other new energy projects are on the 
drawing boards, but the failure rate is high. For ex¬ 
ample, a Massachusetts company that developed an 
electric-powered automobile that could be operated 
at about half the cost of a gasoline-powered vehi¬ 
cle, recently went out of business.

‘Tough year’ warning 


Kalgoorlie holds the richest 
square mile of rock ever 
known. It has yielded more 
than a billion dollars in gold 
since the first strike in 1893. 

In 1894 I/'slip Robert Men- 
zies jumped off his camel into 
a mound of nuggets and 
scooped up gold valued at 
750,000 pounds sterling within 
two hours. When the surface 
gold ran out, miners dug for 
it, following veins 4,000 feet 
deep into the earth. 

Some gold still is mined in 
the area, but today iA is nickel 
that keeps Kalgoorlie going. 

"We’ve found big proven 
ore bodies hearing as much 
as 8 per cent nickel, which is 
bloody good.” a mining com¬ 
pany official said. “This land 
of sand, sorrow, and sore 
eye6 has a new lease on life.” 


In a recent speech in Mon¬ 
treal, Prime Minister Trudeau 
warned that 1975 will be a 
tough year. “Inflation and 
recession will make us all 
poorer,” he said. 

To an audience of 3,000 well- 
heeled T .ih ffiflj party suppor¬ 
ters who paid $100 each far the 
dinner that went with the 
PM’s Bpeech, these words 
must have s nlin d*>d irrelevant. 
Surely things couldn’t be that 
bad. How could they be? 
Hadn’t Pierre assured every¬ 
body only last summer that 
inflation was no real problem 
in this country and that Can¬ 
ada was practically immune 
to recession? And wasn’t the 
government pointing out with 
pride only a few weeks ago 
how much sturdier our econ¬ 
omy was under the stresses of 
a world energy crisis, food 
shortages, monetary upsets 
and GNP nosedives, than any 
other in the Western World, 
including that of our big neigh¬ 
bor to the south? So what was 
Trudeau talking about? 


What he was talking about 
was the more than 800,000 un¬ 
employed revealed by Statis¬ 
tics Canada the other day, but 
already without jobs when he 
spoke to the glittering gatlier- 
ing of his supporters in Mon¬ 
treal. 

He may not have had the 
exact figure then, but he knew 
that the anny of unemployed 
was growing at a fast rate be¬ 
cause he knew that nothing 
was done to prevent it since 
the all-is-well-and-don’t-worry 
picture was painted in the 
election last summer. 

Just as it is useless to ac¬ 
cuse a politician of misleading 
the public in order to get 
elected, it’s useless to ask him 
why nothing (ras been done 
since the election to forestall 
painful consequences of the 
deception. No politician would 
admit deception and therefore 
can’t explain why it wasn’t 
droppednuuneni the votes 
were safely in.

resent unpleasant facts to win 
votes would have no scruples 
to use any plausible excuse 
tsuch as the standby “chang¬ 
ed circumstances”, rationale) 
for dropping unsupportable 
illusions as soon as realistic 
policies are hammered exit. 

At first it seemed that the 
extremely long gap between 
the July 8 election amd the 
calling of the new Parliament 
into session on September 30 
served precisely that purpose. 
But no realistic anti-inflation 
and anti-recession policies 
were unveiled in October. And 
when even the November bud¬ 
get proved to be little more 
than a rehash of the inflation¬ 
ary version Parliament reject¬ 
ed last May, it became appar¬ 
ent that the government was 
still coasting on the all-is-well 
election campaign deception. 


Why this irresponsible and 
increasingly harmful course 
was maintained right to the 
end of the year (and in Dec¬ 
ember actually aggravated by 
the outrage of the 50 per cent 
‘T’ay raise proposal for parlia¬ 
mentarians) is a good ques¬ 
tion, for no amount of wishful 
thinking and self - delusion 
could by that time conceal the 
plight of the mismanaged 
economy. 

One plausible answer to this 
puzzling “whjP’ is that Fi¬ 
nance Minister Turner genu¬ 
inely misjudged, as he now 
maintains he did, the speed 
and extent of the recession 
plunge in the U.S. I think 
Turner is too intelligent and 
ex|M?rienced to be that far out 
for 1 so long in interpreting the 
data at his disposal. Also, it’s 
hard to believe that no one in 
the cabinet would question a 
glaring misjudgment of trends 
vital to Canada’s w'ell being. 


Another possibility is that 
the key Trudeaucrats deliber¬ 
ately maintained the all-is-well 
pretence so that nothing would 
lie done to soften the coming 
blows. 

This may sound incredible, 
for no government is likely to 
court the upheaval a sudden 
massive jump in unemploy- 
m e n t and mushrooming 
strikes are bound to create. 
Except perhaps a government 
that follows an intricate “soc¬ 
ial change” plan which calls 
for convincing people that the 
existing economic and polit¬ 
ical system is unworkable and 
must be fundamentally re¬ 
structured.

In his mysteriously morbid 
Muntreal speech, Trudeau 
pictured not only economic 
havoc, hut social unrest, vio¬ 
lence and civic breakdown.

Her trou¬ 
bles with the American auth¬ 
orities and the right-wing pub¬ 
lic in the United States, over 
her support for North Viet¬ 
nam, have helped to establish 
her image here as a person 
friendly, to the Soviet Union 
and the Soviet establishment 
sets great store by such repu¬ 
tations.

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Laws favor the criminals 
at expense of police, public

In the light of the current press and'television-radio criti¬ 
cism and debate relative to the police, the law and capital 
punishment, may I as a 36-year veteran officer of the RCMP 
(now retired) submit the following comments. 


For nearly 25 years permis¬ 
siveness has flourished in 
North America and other 
parts of the world. This, com¬ 
bined with excessive and 
maudlin concern for the 
rights of the criminal 
(amounting at times to hero- 
worship) coupled *with a 
grossly lenient parole system, 
is contributing to the erosion 
of the rule of law and the pro¬ 
tection of the general public. 

Rehabilitation and parole 
are very necessary along with 
prison reform and education. 
But all components must be 
weighted equitably not only 
for the benefit of the inmate 
of an institution, but also that 
of law-abiding people, with 
the safety and security of the 
public being the main criteri¬ 
on. 

Regardless of the spreading 
cancer of crime in Canada, 
- rrtany of our political leaders, 
federal and provincial, are 
completely insulated by an 
ivorytower mentality support¬ 
ed by incredibly naive consul¬ 
tants. 

These people, working in 
comfortable surroundings, are 
safe and far removed from 
the embattled streets and 
alleys of the big cities, where 
the gun and switch-blade are 
wielded by muggers, thugs 
and rapists with little fear of 
retributive justice. 

The only contact which 
most politicians, lawyers, 
judges and social workers 
have with the criminal is via 


legal documents and forms in 
the protected and sanitized 
environmeht of the conference 
rooms or courts. 

Rarely if ever do they con¬ 
front the real (ace of crime 
with all its brutality and obs¬ 
cenity. This lot falls to the ix>- 
liceman. 

Fifty-eight p°licemen have 
been murdered in Canada ‘ 
since 1960. Of this number, 19 
were slain since 1970. The 
number wounded, beaten and 
hospitalized is undetermined. 

Only two or three of the 
police killers were themselves 
killed by law' officers during 
an exchange of gun fire. 

This is but one example of 
the restraint exercised by the 
Canadian police, not only in 
shooting incidents, but in 
hundreds of cases of violent 
resistance, during which they 
are subjected to unprintable 
vilification, abuse and ob¬ 
struction. 

The kill-and-violence rate is 
rising rapidly in Canada. Pro¬ 
ponents of easy parole, no 
capital punishment and other 
elements of the soft approach, 
never mention the fact that 
none of the victims of 
murder, police or civilian, 
were permitted a hearing or 
trial, nor w’ere they granted 
the right of appeal or clemen¬ 
cy by their slayers. 

The spontaneous murderer 
or the professional killer have 
little to fear today from a 
penalty erroneously termed 
life imprisonment. Indeed,

their only real danger lies in 
a confrontation with the police 
while committing a crime. 

The cult of the gun, that 
syndrome of violence in the 
United States and now in Can¬ 
ada, deserves impartial scru¬ 
tiny by our government. Reg¬ 
istration, sales licences and 
permits of all descriptions 
have little effect today in the 
exercise of control. 

The people of Canada 
should demand that federal 
legislation be enacted which 
would prohibit absolutely the 
sale, Importation or posses¬ 
sion of any concealable auto¬ 
matic firearm, especially a 
revolver or pistol. Automatic 
rifles and shotguns might well 
be included.

Is it presumption on the

Save only for a few pieces 
of glass or a stray bottle, * 
everything goes back whence 
it came —. to the earth, and 
what my garden can and does 
produce is the talk of the 
neighborhood. 

I have a compost box* fttid 
an incinerator and they take 
care of everything. Even the 
cans, which we are advised to 
“open up both ends and flat- •" 
ten — then take to the recy¬ 
cling plant.” 

Those I simply put into the 
incinerator to remove the 
outer coating and then put 
them into the compost box: a 
very short time and they have 
rotted away and make more 
food for my garden.

Supermarkets peddle 'porn* 

’ Interest of small children being titillated

“Mommy, look at those bum-bums”. A four-year-old 
standing at the check-out counter of a local supermarket 
points to the shiny cover of a magazine. The mother flushes, 
tries to ignore the child. Then she thinks that it would be 
more adult to comment on the picture, but finds that she’s 
confronted with a w’hole array of similar photographs, pieces 
of nude people. 

Later, in fhy office, she asks me what she should have 
done in view of the fact th^t both her four-year-old and six- 
year-old seem to have an inordinate interest in people’s sec¬ 
ondary sex characteristics and everywhere she shops, there 
is more to stimulate them. 

It’s a good question as it appears that there is an increas¬ 
ing incidence of small children whose interest in sex is being 
titillated by interesting pictures in magazines, on billboards, 
and on TV. They want to pursue these interests by seeing the 
w’hole magazine, watching the movie, often attempting to im¬ 
itate the sexual acts, lacking any understanding of w'hat sex 
is all about. 

The answer to the question is, at least in part, to avoid if 
possible shopping at stores where pieces of people are so 
temptingly displayed. I only wish I knew if there were any 
stores that displayed good literature in the same high-priority 
fashion. I say, ’’good literature” advisedly because I believe 
that there is such a thing as pornography and perversion. 

★ ★ ★ 

Sexual perversion is that kind of sexual relating that 
doesn’t involve the whole person. Pornography is that kind of 
literature or illustration which portrays sex as people relat¬ 
ing to parts of a person. 

The glossy front covers of magazines are now portraying 
parts of people. This is what arouses interest and this is what 
children soon begin to think is sex. Children imitate adults 
and follow adult interests. When it is apparent to a child that 
the adult is keenly interested in a picture of a piece of a per¬ 
son, his interest will follow suit. 

Publishers can no longer beg the question of whether they 
influence attitude and behavior through the media. They are 


greatly responsible for determining children's attitudes to¬ 
ward marriage, families, and human interrelating. 

That it lias become big business with millions of dollars 
profit serves well to illustrate that when people ar e generally 
interested in happiness and enjoying each other, they can be 
sold almost anything that appears to lead to those goals. The 
fact that it never does lead to the goal only creates a larger 
demand for more of the sgme, as long as there is some 
novelty. 

Pornography not only educates, it also titillates. When 
there is such a fantastic increase in the number of sex crimes 
in our community, it’s time we asked what is stimulating all 
this sexual interest. Anything, to sell, must portray its prod¬ 
uct in an alluring fashion. Once the interest is aroused, the 
product, namely the magazine, is bought. However, the prod¬ 
uct is also sex and since this is not available on demand, peo¬ 
ple don’t bother to ask, they begin grabbing. 

I am referred a sufficient number of so-called “sexual 
perverts” to know that they are not sexier people. Their in¬ 
terest has been aroused and stimulated by various kinds of 
media and they don’t have the skills that would allow them to 
relate to people. 

Children, particularly adolescenls, must learn to control 
and channel their impulses. Society does them a great disser¬ 
vice if it continually titillates their sexual impulses and then 
punishes them for expressing them in a way society does not 
yet condone. It is a double message that is adding geatly to 
the conflicts in the minds of children. 

★ ★ is 

I don't wish to raise the hoary issue of censorship, but it 
is evident that people do oens.»r on behalf of tlieir children. I 
recommend that children who are very anxious shouldn’t 
watch horror movies: children who are depressed shouldn’t 
watch TV; children who are aggressive should be limited in 
the amount of violence they observe; and children who have 
difficulty handling sexual material should not have nude and 
copulating figures displayed in front of them. 

The problem is that this is impossible for the parents 
when many stores have nude pieces of flesh displayed in 
magazines at the checkout counter. It’s time that merchants 
gave as much space in their display racks to good literature. 
There’s plenty of it and children are basically more interest¬ 
ed.

Ford signs to help railways 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
President Ford has signed 
hvo multi-million-dotTar bills 
designed to keep the giant 
Penn Central and other 
bankrupt northeast railroads 
from going out of business, 
the White House announced 
Saturday^ 

One/provides an Immediate 
$125 million to the department 


of transportation for emer¬ 
gency assistance to the Penn 
Central, the nation’s largest 
railroad. 

The other amends the Rail¬ 
way Reorganization Act and 
increases by $347 million the 
authorization for government 
grants and loan guarantees to 
the Penn Central, Erie Lacka¬ 
wanna and other rail line*. 


The bills were rushed 
through Congress during the 
past week on the urging of of¬ 
ficials of the railroads. Penn 
Central executives warned 
they could not meet employee 
payrolls without the help. 

The railroads are currently 
undergoing reorganization 
under government control. 


White House officials said 
Ihe $347 million, which has 
been authorized but not yet 
actually funded, was for use 
by the railroads until their 
operations are assumed by 
Conrail in 1976. 

The senate and house also 
tacked on two amendments to 
the bills which do not effect 
the railroads.

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DETROIT (AP) — The 
Pacer, American Motors’ new 
subcompact car, goes on sale 
this week without the engine 
AMC officials wanted for it — 
the rotary Wankel. 

American Motors and Gen¬ 
eral Motors both have ac¬ 
quired rights to the engine 
whose star has faded since 
reports over the last year that 
it was low on fuel economy 
and high on emissions.

ing for GM’s Wankel engine 
remains in storage. 

The rotary now is on the 
sidelines where other engines 
have wallowed endlessly since 
the piston engine took control 
more than 50 years ago.

Canadian salmon, worth some $32.5 million in 1973. 
Canadian fishermen, in turn, take around 2.5 million U.S.

For the past few years Canada and the U.S. have 
been negotiating a new treaty, the purpose of which was 
to equalize and reduce interception by each country of the 
other country's salmon. The basic principles governing the 
negotiations, as agreed in June, 1971, were: 

1. ) That each country harvest only its own salmon. 

2. ) That where it is not possible to avoid interception 

of the other country's salmon because of inter¬ 
mingling, an equitable balance should be struck. 

3. ) That this equitable balance should be arrived at 

by reducing rather than increasing interception. 


Since 1971, however, Canadian negotiators have 
given way steadily to U.S. demands until now they appear 
ready to abandon these principles. Now they are propos¬ 
ing to accept U.S. claims of "historic rights" to Fraser River 
salmon runs and to give the U.S. an even larger balance of 
salmon interceptions in its favor. 


If this is allowed to happen, it will be yet another 
giveaway of our country's resources to the U.S., and future 
generations of Canadians will be saddled with the conse¬ 
quences of a treaty as humiliating as the Alaska Boundary 
Treaty and the Columbia River Treaty. 


You can help to prevent it by sending your protest to 
the federal government demanding that it take a strong 
stand in resisting this latest U.S. attempt to infringe upon 
our sovereignty.

B.C. must breach 
insularity: Basford 


VANCOUVER (CP) - The 
time has come for the B.C. 
government to breach the 
“Maginot Line of provincial 
insularity,” National Revenue 
Minister Ron Basford said 
Erirfay. 

a speech to the Van¬ 
couver Board of Trade, the 
cabinet minister from Van¬ 
couver said BX7. has for too 
long preached the politics of 
confrontation with Ottawa. 

“One of the most over¬ 
worked slogans in the political 
lexicon is ’bring us together,’ 
” Basford said. 

“But that is precisely what 
this country and province 
needs — co-operation rather 
than disputes, tact rather 
than tantrums,” 

He said that from listening 
to friends in Vancouver he 
gets the impression people 
think Ottawa is populated 
solely by “little groups of evil 
people sitting around calculat¬ 
ing to rriake sure that B.C. 
gets the short end of the 

Mirk •’ 

This attitude is under¬ 
standable to some extent, he 
added, because historically 
many B.C. politicians, both, 
provincial and fpderal, have 


made their careers by run¬ 
ning against Ottawa. 

"The Duff Pattullos, the 
Gerry McGeers, the W. A. C. 
Bennets, all of whom I must 
emphasize have made im¬ 
mense contributions to this 
province — and with a style I 
couldn’t hope to emulate — 
found it expedient from time 4 
to time to nurture and feed 
that suspicion. 

“The most important bar¬ 
riers between Ottawa and 
B.C. are not the physical ! 
problems of distance or moun¬ 
tains,” he said. 

“They are the attitudes of 
distrust fostered by those who 
have found it worthwhile over 
the years to preach to us and 
to our fellow citizens that we 
are getting diddled by some¬ 
one 3,000 miles away. 

“In good times we can per¬ 
haps afford that kind of politi¬ 
cal behavior,” he said. “In. 
present times, we cannot.”

Grim , terrifying, inexcusable 


Panel wrestles housing problems 


Grim, appalling, terrifyingi* 
mfolerable and inexcusable. 
Those were just a few of the 
adjectives heard in a panel 
discussion on housing prob¬ 
lems sponsored Saturday by 
the provincial progressive 
Conservative Association of 
Victoria. "" 

The conference, attended by 
about 85 people at The 
Empress, was addressed by 
Conservative leader Scott 
Wallace, architect Gerald 
Sager, advisory planning 
commission member Mar¬ 
garet Richards. Canadian 
Mortgage and Housing Corp. 
official John Dawes and cable 
TV program host Wally Raw- 
cliffe. 

Several speakers and 
members of the audience 
suggested the only real hope 
for improving the situation is 
"a change in basic attitudes 
toward what housing is.” 

‘The single-family dwelling 
is becoming antiquated,” 
Sager said. “We need to re-es¬ 
tablish our values and atti¬ 
tudes, and we must redefine 
residential zoning. 

“The traditional complaint 
that a highrise building in the 
neighborhood will block our 
view is just not as valid as 
the need for more accommo¬ 
dation^’’ 

Mrs. Richards agreed, com¬ 
menting that "we want to 


* keep Victoria beautiful, but 
not at the expense of home¬ 
less iieople.” 

The Reid Centre and Ocean 
Cement sites on the Inner 
Harbor, she suggested, could 
" -t re d e v elope d fo r hou sin g -proj-^- 

eds. 

Rawcliffe called the housing 
situation ‘ absolutely intolera¬ 
ble” and urged massive gov¬ 
ernment aid, particularly for 
senior citizens who are 


‘ pinched between their limit¬ 
ed income and the cost of liv¬ 
ing.” 

Senior citizens, he said, 
“can’t go out and buy con¬ 
dominiums . . . and many of 
them a r e liv ing -in ro omi n g ~ 
houses, basement suites or 
siime such type of accommo¬ 
dations they never in the 
prime of life thought they 
would have to resort to.” 

The only solution is "we 


have to build places. Billions 
of dollars are going to govern¬ 
ment each year, and we have 
1<> tell the government that we 
need more housing.” 

Rawcliffe also urged gov¬ 
ernment- in c ent i vest h r ough 
low-cost loans or tax breaks, 
to encourage homeowners to 
convert single-famdJy dwell¬ 
ings to duplexes or triplexes. 

Wallace told the group he 
would like to see more gov¬ 


ernment subsidy for people to 
meet housing costs, but. said 
the present B.C. government 
policy of rent controls is hav¬ 
ing "the catastrophic effect of 
further reducing construction 
rental-aecommodation.” - — 
More capital for construc¬ 
tion and a recognition of the 
law of supply and demand are 
essential before more apart¬ 
ments will be built, Wallace 
said. 


Ecology hearing ‘needed here ’ 


A hearing should hjave been 
scheduled in Victoria to dis¬ 
cuss the future of 310,000 
acres of wilderness known as 
the Tsitika-Schoen region of 
northern Vapcouver Island. 

That’s the view of Victoria’s 
Elton Anderson, past- 
president of the Federation of 
B.C. Naturalists, an organiza¬ 
tion that represents more 
than 5,000 people in its 34 
member clubs and about 5(10 
direct members as well. «* 

Anderson says there are so 
many people, including gov¬ 
ernment officials and conser¬ 


vationists, wlx) are Victoria- 
based that a Victoria hearing 
into the study was essential. 

Anderson also claims that 
conservation groups like his 
own were not given enough 
time to prepare submissions. 

Anderson’s call for a Vic¬ 
toria hearing echoes a similar 
plea from the B.C. Wildlife 
Federation. 

“This issue does not only 
concern Campbell River or 
Port McNeill but all residents 
of the Island and mainland.” 
said Wildlife president Fid 
Mankelow. 


Public hearings on w’hether 
the Tsitika-Shoen watershed 
should be logged or set aside 
as an ecological reserve have 
been scheduled in Port 
McNeill, Sayward, Campbell 
River and Nanaimo. 

The Port McNeill and Say- 
ward hearings will be on 
March fi and March 7, the 
Campbell River hearing on 
March 8 and the Nanaimo 
hearing on March 14. 

Said Mankelow “There are 
people who won’t be able to 
attend the hearing at Camp¬ 


bell Rjver because of the ex¬ 
pense involved." 

A two-year moratorium cov¬ 
ered parts of tree farm li¬ 
censes'held principally by Ca¬ 
nadian Forest Products and 
MacMillan Bloedel. 

A recent study by the B.C. 
Environmental and Land Use 
Committee, and co-ordinated 
•by Howard Faish of Van¬ 
couver, offers four options, 
two of them being the ex¬ 
tremes - continued industrial 
forestry or complete preser¬ 
vation. 

The other options are possi¬ 
ble compromises. 


The joint regional negotiat¬ 
ing committee of the Canadi¬ 
an Union of Public Employees 
will explain details of the con¬ 
tract proposals it made to em¬ 
ployers last week at a news 
conference Monday morning.

Meanwhile, Greater Vic¬ 
toria schools - hit by a strike 
Iasi Monday will stay on 
I heir emergency one-hour-a- 
day schedule tomorrow and 
until further notice, district 
• superintendent Jake Ling- 
more told reporters Saturday. 

The decision to keep the 
schools operating on the res¬ 
tricted basis came after con¬ 
sultation with high school 
principal's, who said they had 
found the arrangmenet satis¬ 
factory. 

Students attend classes for 
one hour each morning, pri¬ 
marily to pick up homework 
assignments. 

Teachers remain on duty all 
day, with some taking part in 
study sessions aimed at im¬ 
proving their teaching skills. 

Longmore said Saturday 
that any change in the res¬ 
tricted schedule would be an¬ 
nounced at least 24 hours in 
advance. 

In other strike-lockout dev¬

Hydro brought in a shiiv 
ment of the gas by barge Fri¬ 
day, avoiding CUPE picket 
lines al the bridge.

No place to go 
for 93 patients 


There is no place in Vic¬ 
toria for 93 patients who will 
be evicted from Aberdeen Pri¬ 
vate Hospital when it closes 
May 31. 

Neil De Macedo, owner of 
the hospital said Saturday his 
“marginal profit’is not worth 
ihe headaches” and he will 
tell his 77 acute-care and 16 
private-care patients Monday 
to find other accommodation. 

John Strieha, chairman of 
the board of dire ctors of Juan 
“de F uca Hospital Society, 
which administers the other 
three extended-care hospitals 
in Victoria, said there are 
waiting lists for all three, 
Glengarry, Mount Tolmie and 
St. Mary’s Priory. 

He satd he doesn’t know 
where the patients from Aber¬ 
deen will go unless the provin¬ 
cial' government steps in to 
help. 

“They are guests of his hos¬ 
pital and, like a landlord, the 
owner of the hospital can give 
them notice and they’ll have 
to find other accommo¬ 
dations," he said. 

Strieha said he doesn’t 
know if there is any legisla¬ 
tive authority to . stop «, the 
owner from evicting patients. 

De Macedo built the hospi¬ 
tal at 1450 Hillside 10 years 
ago and has been trying to sell 
it for the past two years, “but 
the government wasn’t inter¬ 
ested because my price of $1.5 
million was too high,” he 
said. 

The hospital has 77 extend¬ 
ed-care beds and 16 private 
care beds. Half of his patients 


are welfare recipients, he 
said. 

“Food costs have doubled, 
oil and hydro bills have doub¬ 
led and my property taxes 
have increased 20 per cent in 
the last year,” De Matfcdo 
said. 

He said he doesn’t know 
what he’ll do with the building 
but said he could get a “good 
price for the land, and some¬ 
one may build a shopping 
centre.”__ 


The closure will put 7ft’ full- 
and part-time non-unionized 
employees out of work. 

“Private enterprise should 
not he in the hospital busi¬ 
ness,” he s^id.

BCAA to rate auto repair shops

The business of repairing 
automobiles is like any other 
business: There are good 
guys and there are bad guys. 

The problem, the B.C. Au¬ 
tomobile Association decided 
last year, is in separating the 
two. 

The association is now try¬ 
ing to help solve that prob¬ 
lem, with its new Approved 
Auto Repair Services Program * 
which will rate garages and 
repair centres around the 
province. 

The program should begirf 
in about six weeks, BCAA’s 
public relations director said 
in a recent interview from 
Vancouver. 

About 70 garages have ap¬ 
plied for certification under 
ihe program, Graham Edis 


said, and 17 have already 
been rated and certified by 
the association. 

The rating service is decep¬ 
tively simple. 

Any garage, service station 
or centre, auto dealer, body 
shop or specialist shop — ei¬ 
ther individuals or chain out¬ 
lets — can apply for inclusion 
in the program. 

"It doesn’t matter what you 
do,” the association says in 
the brochure it distributed to 
repair shops to tell them 
about the program, “as long 
as you do it well and the price 
is right.” 

Once the application from 
the garage or repair shop is 

received by the BCAA, the as¬ 
sociation will send out inspec¬ 
tors to run a series of checks 
on the operation to decide if 


it’s eligible and, If so, what 
category (there are three) it 
should fall into. 

The inspectors do four 
things: 

• Ask the shop's owner (or 
manager) to fill out a ques¬ 
tionnaire to help them deter- 
mise what type of rating the 
shop should get. 

• Inspect the facilities and 
equipment at the shop, check¬ 
ing to determine whether the 
shop is qualified to handle 
mechanical repairs and body 
work. 

The inspection will include 
an assessment of the avail¬ 
ability of parts, the hours of 
operation, the facilities of¬ 
fered for customers waiting 
for work to be done and the 
general layout of the planl. 

It will also include an in¬ 


spection for cleanliness. 

• Run a check on the ca¬ 

pabilities and qualifications of 
the staff. # 

• Check with a selection of 
customer? for their opinions 
of the shop’s workmanship 
and pricing policies. 

If the inspectors approve 
the shop, a rating will be as¬ 
signed and the shop owner 
will be asked to sign two con¬ 
tracts with the association. 

The first is a lease agree¬ 
ment for the illuminated sign 
the BCAA will erect for the 
shop; the second, of primary 
importance Ho the associa¬ 
tion’s 240,000 B.C. members, 
sets out the garage's responsi¬ 
bility for maintaining an ap¬ 
proved standard. 

It also provides for the as¬ 
sociation to act as a binding 


arbitrator should a dispute 
arise between the shop and one 
of BCAA’s members. 

The arbitration procedure 
as outlined by the associa¬ 
tion — is simple. 

“We listen to both Hides anti" 
reach a decision that hopeful¬ 
ly will be agreeable to both 
parties,” the association bro¬ 
chure says. 

The arbitrator will be quali¬ 
fied to hand down a binding 
decision because, “after all, 
we know your business, your 
problems, your costs; and we 
know what our members ex¬ 
pect and have a right to ex¬ 
pect — in the way of satisfac¬ 
tion and price.” 

While the program, will he 
nr primary benefit to BCAA 
members, the association con¬ 
cedes, “it will undoubtedly he-

come the recognized guide for 
all motorists . . 

The program will be, in es¬ 
sence, similar to the associa¬ 
tion’s AAA-CAAv approved 
identification program for 
hotets and motels. 

Like that program, it will 
depend on illuminated signs to 
announce membership. 

The signs feature white and 
blue lettering on a predomi¬ 
nantly red background, and 
are divided Into three partll 

The top portion of each sign 
will bear the legend “Ap¬ 
proved Auto Repair Ser¬ 
vices”; the bottom, the 
BCAA-CAA symbol. 

In the centre of each sign 
will be a spanner bearing the 
garage’s rating number (one, 
two or three) nr a specialist 
designation. 


The ..number system will 
identify only the scope of 
work the garage is qualified 
to handle, and is not intended 
as a guide to the quality of 
work done. 

The quality of work is not 
associated with the rating, the 
BCAA says, because all work 
done by approved garages 
will be guaranteed by the 
garage. 

To earn a three rating, a 
garage will have to offer a 
full range of service facilities, 
ranging from body work to 
major overhauls and includ¬ 
ing diagnostic facilities and a 
fully-qualified staff. 

Medium service garages, 
number two, will b6 expected 
to provide the same Hype of 
service, but need not have as 
large a stock of parts or as 


comprehensive diagnostic fa¬ 
cilities asf the top-rated 
garages. 

N u m h e r one garages, 
“basic service facilities”, will 
be those equipped to carry out 
minor mechanical repairs and 
routine servicing, competent 
to adjust or replace most 
major assemblies and with a 
“limited but practical range 
of parts, tools and acces¬ 
sories.” 

All three classifications will 
be expected to have adequate 
reception and washroom facil¬ 
ities. 

The “specialist” designation 
will go to garages equipped to 
detect and carry out special¬ 
ized mechanical repairs and 
will go to authorized brakes 
shops, muffler shops, trans¬ 
mission shops and the like.

Sangrita. Sometimes “blood 
of the devil.” Sometimes 
“blood of the widow.” Thi? is 
the way I took it down in a 
pool hall in Tepic. (Where can 
you find more tequila ex¬ 
perts?) 

Four cups of orange juice. 
One cup of lemon juice. One- 
quarter cup of grenadine 
syrup. (That’s what makes it 
look like tomato juice and 
sweetens the hot taste.) One 
teaspoon of tobasco sauce. 
More if you like it bitter but 
that’s right for me. Two tea¬ 
spoons of salt. 

Now half of a large onion 
chopped fine. Let it stand 
overnight. It takes time to 
blend. Keep it in the refriger¬ 
ator. Strain the onion out next 
day. You take a sip of tequilt 
and a sip of sangrita. It’s a 
chaser, not a mix. 

Don’t confuse this with san- 
gria —* a wine punch you find 
in SpRin, Portugal and most 
of Latin America. Here’s 


Chill it. Take the orange 
peel out after a half-hour. 

Add a lot of ice cubes to 
each glass. When you serve it 
top off the last inch of the 
glass with sparkling soda 
water. 

It’s to drink with meals. 


“How long do you soak your 
fish in lime Juice when Tyou 
make ceviche?” 

—I give it at^least six *fe>urs 
soaking and sitting in the re¬ 
frigerator. Our cook in Cuer¬ 
navaca said flatly it should sit 
overnight. There’s as much 
argument on this raw fish 
cocktail as there is about how 
much vermouth goes into a 
dry martini. 

If you have your fish ready 

— red snapper if you can get 
it fresh; halibut tail filets are 
good, too — you can add a lot 
of things. Chopped onion. 
Small red chili peppers. A lit¬ 
tle oregano. Salt. 

Some people (Club Balboat 
at Mazatlan) toss in a half 
teaspoon of sugar, three table¬ 
spoons of wine vinegar, three 
ounces of olive oil. 

I hate to cook. Putting a TV 
dinner in the oven is a piece 
of hard work. But I do keep 
sangrita on ice all the time. 
And a few sauces. Argentine 
chirrdchuri keeps well in a jar 
and — like the nopalitos-and- 
jalapeno sauce — it goes on 
just about everything. 

A half-cup of olive oil and! a 
quarter cup of wine vinegar 
begins this: (Not hot but gar¬ 
licky.) Add a chopped onion 
and a couple of spoons of 
minced garlic. 

A LOT of chopped parsley 

— a half-cupful at least. 

A tablespoon of'oregano. A 
quarter teaspoon of cayenne 
pepper and a full teaspoon of 
black pepper. A teaspoon of 
salt.

If you prefer a smaller city 
than Nice but want all the 
beauties of the French Ri¬ 
viera, try Menton. Or Monle 
Carlo. Or Roquebrune-Cap 
Martin. 

“Rut Ihey’re expensive!”, 
you may object. Not necessar¬ 
ily. Like Nice, famed for its 
grand hotels on its handsome 
Promenade des Anglais along 
the Mediterranean, all Ri- 
viera^towns offer a range of 
pleasant choices. „ 

If you stay at the Hotel de 
Paris or the Metropole in 
Monte Carlo, of course you’ll 
pay for luxury. So try the Hel¬ 
vetia at the foot of the “Roc.’’ 
where an adequate double 
room won’t cost S12 and the 
restaurant is excellent. 

If you choose Rriquebrunr's 
Visaero on the Grande Cor- 
niche, of course you’ll pay 
well for top -category. The 
Victoria along the sea is a lit¬ 
tle less about. $17 for a dou¬ 
ble with hath.

Sainte-Agnes, with goo*^res- 
taurants and fabulous views, 
is .just a half-hour trip. Eze 
takes a little longer. It’s a 
strange village, an eagle’s 
nest, a rod its old winding 
streets lead to artists studios 
and shops. Its walk down to 
the sea was named for Frie- 
dich Nietzsche because while 
walking this path, so the story 
goes, he developed the thesis 
for “Thus Spake Zarathus- 
tra.” It will test your hiking 
endurance, hut you won’t 
need to walk back up. 

Along the sea between Men¬ 
ton and Nice at Saint-Jean- 
Cap Ferrat, an artists and 
- writer* rntony, is tfte Tte de 


France Museum, housed in a 
beautiful villa, set in fine gar¬ 
dens. The next town, Beau¬ 
lieu, has another fascinating 
museum along the sea called 
the Kerylos, a sumptuous re¬ 
production of a Greek man¬ 
sion from the time of Peri¬ 
cles. 

Menton, within walking dis¬ 
tance of Italy, also is a good 
base for visits to Italy’s Ri¬ 
viera of the Flowers. Bor- 
dighera and San Remo are 
resort cities long enjoyed by 
Britons, and Ventimiglia, 
near at hand, is well worth 
seeing, particularly on Fri¬ 
days when its great market is 
held under the trees in a park 
along the sea. 

Perhaps nothing is more in¬ 
teresting than Old Roque¬ 
brune, immediately next to 
Menton, where the oldest, feu¬ 
dal keep in France atill 
guards the coastal routes. 
The old part of Menton is also 
interesting and so are some 
of Monte Carlo’s oldest 
streets. The Monte Carlo 
beaches, by the why, are 
extra pleasant. 

For this whole area, a 
major attraction is the music 
Monte Carlo offers: sym¬ 
phony and opera part of the 
year in the charmingly ba¬ 
roque hall known as the Salle 
Gamier and summer concerts 
in the palace courtyard.

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Flesh-boring fly 
danger in Africa 



SALISBURY. Rhodesia 
(CP) A flesh-boring fly 
here is hunting oul human 
victims. * 

The putsi or tumbi fly (Cor- 
dylobia anthropophaga), 
found all over Africa except 
along the Mediterranean 
coast, is the only one in Rho¬ 
desia that attacks people. 

Throughout Africa, there 
arc a number of flies causing 
miasis — infestation of the 
body. In Zambia, for instance, 
there are several that attack 
humans. 



The Rhodesian |>est often 
attacks rats and dogs. When 
it burrows into human llesh it 
produces bumps that look like 
boils. Babies who wear 
diapers that have not been 
properly ironed are particu¬ 
larly susceptible to attack. 

The yellowish putsi flies are 
seen mainly on dull days be¬ 
cause they dislike bright sun¬ 
shine. They lay eggs on wash¬ 
ing hanging on the line and on 
• oats of wild animals or dogs. 
They like straw, sacking, 
clothing and the floors of mud 
huts. 

Within 48 hours larvae 
hatch and burrow Into the 
skin. They grow for nine days 
before emerging, burrowing 
into the ground and turning 
into pupae. 

After about two weeks the 
pupa case opens, a fly 
emerges and the cycle is re¬ 
peated. 

The best prevention is care¬ 
ful ironing of clothing and pil¬ 
low cases. U infestatipn 
occurs, the treatment is sim¬ 
ple. Petroleum jelly or liquid 
paraffin is applied to the 
entry hole.

patient. 

But Belita Cowan, a teacher 
at ifie University of Michigan, 
said an FDA bulletin issued 
nearly two years ago without 
some of the precautionary 
language had resulted in the 
pills being dispensed on that 
campus with ‘ 'casualness and 
carelessness.” t 

She said some coeds were 
able to get the pills for friends 
or room mates and that 65 per 
cent young women who had 
taken the pills said they 
would not have done so had 
they been fully informed of 
the risks. 

FDA commissioner Dr. 
Alexander M. Schmidt told 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy that 
the risk to women using DES 
for morning-after purposes is 
"very small but finite." He 
sadd DES is remarkably ef¬ 
fective as a contraceptive. 

"Were there a huge risk in¬ 
volved with this, I "would not 
have approved it," Schmidt 
said. 

Rauscher said he was very 
concerned that DEIS is again 
showing up in meat from cat¬ 
tle to which it is given as a 


growth hormone. He said it 
should be eliminated entirely 
from that use. 

Three women who were in¬ 
volved with DES told the 
hearing the FDA’s approval 
ot it as a morning-after pill 
was a mistake. 

Two of the women said they 
tix>k DEIS during pregnancy to 
prevent abortion, and that 
their daughters died of cancer 
in their teens. 

The third woman said her 
mother had taken the drug 
during pregnancy and she - 
ihe daughter — underwent 
cancer surgery last summer, 
rendering her unable to bear 
children.

"Th3 disease is triggered by 
the anesthetic that produces a 
fatal reaction in the muscles 
generating enormous amounts 
of heat that can’t be con¬ 
trolled,” hge said.

LOS ANGELES — Ameri¬ 
cans will spend more than $13 
billion on drugs by 1980, most 
of which may be unneeded, 
some experts believe. 

"People are taking too 
many drugs," says Erwin Zi- 
ment, the director of respira¬ 
tory therapy at Harbor Gener¬ 
al Hospital here. 

"Drugs are dangerous. 
Even under the best circum¬ 
stances, one can expect ad¬ 
verse reactions." 

"We have drug - oriented 
society,” Robert McLemore, 
the director of the Little Com¬ 
pany of Mary Pharmacy in 
suburban Torrance, says. 

"We think we can cure 
everything by going to the 
pillbox and that’s just not the 
case.” 

McLemore and Ziment say 
the benefit of many over-the- 
counter drugs is mainly psy¬ 
chological. 

"Some $400 billion a year is 
spent on vitamins,” McLe¬ 
more says, "and they’re 
ab.Hit as effective as placebos 
for most healthy adults with a 
balanced diet.” 

Vitamin preparations, he 
says, are useful for pregnant 
women, children or patients 
with specific vitamin defi- 
ciences. 

"Vitamins are a hoax,” Zi¬ 
ment says. "I’ve never be¬ 
lieved in taking them except 
1 h rough a fairly reasonable 
diet. You can get enough if 
yoti have a fairly normal ap¬ 
petite for diverse foods.” 

Huge doses of some vi¬ 
tamins can be dangerous, 
medical experts say. 

Foremost among these are 
vitamins A, C and D. 

' "Certain vitamins can do 
much harm,” says Dr. Robert 
Hecht, a Torrance internist. 

‘‘People are overusing 
them, but fortunately most 
don’t harm.” 

But huge doses of the toxic 




vitamins can have serious 
side effects. A large intake of 
D can lead to kidney damage, 
appetite loss, calcium depos¬ 
its. A in large doses can cause 
loss of hair, growth retarda¬ 
tion, while C may aggravate 
existing kidney problems. 

Aside from the vitamins, 
experts say, the biggest prob¬ 
lem jn choosing over-the- 
counter medications is in the 
choice itself. 

"The point is this,” Dr. 
Hecht says. "There are some 
serious problems where peo¬ 
ple delude themselves by 
using over-the-ccunter drugs 
and delay treatment. 

“There are also problems 
with interactions between 
dn/gs and possible side ef¬ 
fects.” 

"Products in drugstores 
c.>st too much." Ziment says, 
"and nobody has proved they 
give more ready relief than 
old remedies like honey and 
lemon or a cold compress on 
the head. 

"The real problem is to 
c hoose the right one. If a pa¬ 
tient .goes to a pharmacy with 
a cold or cough, he’s got a 
horrible choice to make. It’s 
quite easy to get over-the- 
counter medication that is to¬ 
tally inappropriate.”

Bra sizes spark U.K. furor

LONDON TCP! — A new 
regulation by the European 
common market has sent 
bosom-conscious British wom¬ 
en into a tizzy. ^ 

' One leading model says it’s 
had a deflationary effect on 
her entire psychology and a 
fashion designer says it will 
make European women the 
laughing-stock of the world. 

But a top bra manufacturer 
says it will have an uplifting 
effect on the whole industry. 

The new rule, just handed 
down from the antiseptic 
common market h « n d- 
quarters in Brussels, says 
that henceforth a woman’s 


bust size Is to be the measure¬ 
ment under and net arqund 
her bosom. 

Thus, what used to be a 
healthy 36-inch bust might he 
reduced to a paltry 32 inches 
“and there goes years of 
breast exercises down the 
drain,” says a model whose 
trade name is Cicely. 

T h e market bureaucrats 
who passed the regulation in 
an effort to standardize mea¬ 
surements in the nine-country 
community are keeping a dis¬ 
tinctly low profile in the furor 
but British bra designers wel¬ 
come it as way of making 
their sales to Europe easier. 

However, the controversy 


has swelled to unexpected di¬ 
mensions in Britain where 
women are already having 
difficulty getting used to 
measurements in centimetres 
rather than inches as Britain 
switches to the metric 'sys¬ 
tem. 

This means that a woman 
with a 36-inch bust under the 
old system of measurement, 
now would have to order a 92- 
centimetre bra. 

“So what are we supposed 
to do now,”' asked one irate 
woman, “subtract four inches 
or 60 from 92 centimetre* to 
get the right size?” 

The man who has to bear 
the wrath of the ladies is 
George Barrett, a technical 


officer with the British Stan¬ 
dards Institution. He says 
he’s puzzled by all the fuss. 

“It’s simple. A woman with 
a 36-inch bust measures 92 
centimeters but the bra sfize 
will be 80 centimeters — the 
measurement under her bust.” 

As far as the bra cups are 
roncened, says Barrett, 
1 here'll be the usual wide 
choice available in style and 
size. 

Barrett is not anxious to 
throw cold water on the ti¬ 
tillating debate but he 
suggests that all bra buyers 
simply carry a tape measure 
with them to avoid being let 
down by buying the wrong 
size.

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Eels given place on menu

Learnard and John Naka¬ 
mura want to change North 
Americans’ eating habits. 

They want people to give 
eel a place on their menus in¬ 
stead of turning up their 
noses at the iQng. slij^y fish. 

l.earna.rd and Nakamura 
process eels for consumption 
on the West Coast. They buy 
eels live from farmers on the 
East Coast. Then the men fil¬ 
let, freeze and sell the mild- 
flavored fish. 

Killing an eel Isn’t an easy 
task, says Nakamura, a na¬ 
tive of California who went 1o 
Japan to learn about farming, 
processing and cooking eels. 

“In Japan, an eel is killed 
by putting an ice pick in its 
head and quickly filleting it. 

“I've done it that way,” 
says Nakamura. “But the tail 


can wrap around your arm 
and it still has a lot of 
strength.” 

He says he prefers to kill 
eels by putting them in cold 
water and ice and letting the 
ice be taken into the eel’s 
gills. This kills the fish, or at 
least stuns it for an hour or 
more. , 

“It takes Ihree to four 
months to get accustomed to 
filleting them,” says Naka¬ 
mura. 

Although the market in the 
United S‘ates is limited. Bar¬ 
nard says the men usually get 
a shipment of 500 pounds of 
eels at a time. 

“Thirty-four per cent of that 
is waste,” he says, “in Japan, 
they use all the eel and make 
a sauce out of parts of it.”

“If we look eels to Ihe su¬ 
permarkets and gave away 
tidbits, people would think 
eer is good,” says Naka¬ 
mura. “Rut when you put it 
into a can and charge $2.50 
for four ounces, people won’t 
buy it. They think it’s too ex¬ 
pensive." 

“There’s no way an Ameri¬ 
can is going to take home a 
fresh eel and fix it," says 
l^eamard. “They don’t know 
how to prepare it.” 

'•‘You gotta come up with a 
gimmick,” says Nakamura. 
“In Japan they have Eel 
Week and promote it.” 

When eel is cooking in a 
restaurant in Japan. * Naka¬ 
mura says fans are placed in 
ihe doorway to blow the entic¬ 
ing odor outside to attract pa¬ 
trons. 

Nakamura is no newcomer 
to the food business. He 
worked at The Imperial 
House in Chicago. His specia¬ 
lity was deboning cooked fowl 
and then reassembling it as 
though it had not been cut 
into. 

He also catered parties for 
Chicago celebrities, including 
Mrs. Marshall Field. 

Once he told a friend he 
could do anything and soon 
became a cabinet maker. 

“If you say no, then you 
never get anywhere,” says 
Nakamura, who still builds 
custom rabinets while pro¬ 
moting eels. 

He met Learnard, an in¬ 
spector with the Los Angeles 
City Fire Department, when 
Learnard inspected his plarv^. 

.The two men have been 
friends for several years and 
have co-operated on several 
ventures. 

Learnard and his wife often 
serve eel as an hors d'oeuvre. 
Their guests never turn it 
down.

“Eel must he broiled," says 


Nakamura. “You can't pan 
fry it. It’s really the best if 
done on a barbecue and bast¬ 
ed with sauce.” 

Nakamura makes a sauce 
using ahotit 8 ounces of soy 
sauce, one ounce of sake 
(Japanese wine) and a little 
sugar and salt. 

He liberally spread* the 
sauce on Ihe eel fillets, then 
broils them about three min¬ 
utes, to the side, turning once. 


He suggests serving four 
ounces of the delicate fish 
with a bowl of rice for a lun¬ 
cheon dish. 

“In Japan, this dish is 
called, : Unagi Donburi.' It is 
the most famous eel dish 
there," says Nakamura.

The “leftover stack” of 
chicken parts that has been 
kicking around in your freezer 
for a couple of weeks is the 
beginning of a beautiful pot of 
stock with a billion uses. 
Chicken stock is the basis for 
countless soups and sauces 
for,simple to super elegant. It 
is the very foundation of Vi- 
chyssoise, it’s virtually indis¬ 
pensable in Veloute, makes a 
marvellous Minestrone and is 
hard to beat as a cure for the 
common cold. (Ask my grancF- 
mother or yours.)

zards, skin, bones, etc., from 
3 fryers you have cut up. 

I onion stuck with 2 or 3 
whole cloves 
6 to 8 peppercorns 
, T carrot 
1 bay. leaf 
Water to cover 
Salt 

Put the chicken parts in a 
six-or eight-quart stock pot. 
Add onion, peppercorns, car¬ 
rot and bay leaf. Cover with 
cold water and tiring to a boil 
over medium high heat. Skim 
off any foam that forms on 
the surface. Reduce heat, add 
salt to taste, cover and sim¬ 
mer for 2 or 3 hours. Strain 
and allow to cool. Skim off 
fat. 

For a beautifully clear 
broth, return the stock to a 
clean pot and add 2 or 3 
slightly beaten egg whites 
mixed with their own crushed 


shells. Bring to a boil, stirring 
constantly, and boil 2 min¬ 
utes; reduce heat to low and 
simmer 10 minutes. Skim and 
strain through cheesecloth err 
muslin. 

You now have a rich and 
delicious broth, which may be 
served clear or with the addi¬ 
tion of all manner of Ingre¬ 
dients. If you have the pa¬ 
tience to pick the meat from 
the chicken bones left in the 
stock pot, try mixing a couple 
of handfuls of barley or rice 
with the chicken scraps in 4 to 
5 cups of the stock. Simmer 
until the grain is tender and 
serve. 

Chicken stock is the basis 
for some of the greatest soups 
and sauces the world's “gour¬ 
mets’’ have ever come up 
with. But when I have a cou¬ 
ple of quarts of the stuff and 
want to make it feed a small 
army, there is but one recipe.

SASKATOON (CP) — 
Equal-opportunities legisla¬ 
tion must be enacted in Sas¬ 
katchewan to end sex discrim¬ 
ination which keeps women in 
“job ghettos,” the provincial 
labor standards review com¬ 
mittee was told. 

A brief prepared by Saska¬ 
toon Women’s Liberation and 
a women’s directorate at the 
University of Saskatchewan 
says human rights bills and 
equal pay legislation have 
failed to improve women’s 
employment opportunities in 
Saskatchewan. 

11 proposed legislation 
which would include a quota 
system for hiring to be en¬ 
forced until equal opportunity 
has been achieved at all 
levels of employment. In the 
past three years, the brief 
added, the number of women 
employed in the lowest paying 
occupations h^s risen sharply, 
indicating the/failure of cur¬ 
rent legislation to reverse the 
“job ghetto” trend. 

The brief said “job ghetto 
describes the effects of sex- 
stereotyped occupations which 
channel women into the 
lowest-paid jobs, the worst 
working conditions and those 
with the least opportunity for 
advancement.” 

Thd’Yrrief said existing legis¬ 
lation lacks the means to end 
stereotyped job classifica¬ 
tions, ensure equal opportuni¬ 
ties for female workers and 
guarantee equal pay for equal 
work. 

The brief also called for le¬ 
gislative changes to place the 
onus^f proof it^ajiy discrimi¬ 
nation hearing on the employ¬ 
er. It called for child care and 
retraining programs for 
women returning to the work 
force.

The recession’s spreading 
joblessness is spawning a 
crop of thieves and robbers, 
from big time crooks to petty 
ripoff artists. 

A UP! survey around the 
U.S. has turned up statistics 
that show crimes against 
property, from bank robbing 
to shoplifting, are on the in¬ 
crease. 

While many authorities are 
cautious in blaming the in¬ 
crease in crime on the reces¬ 
sion, others, such as New Jer¬ 
sey public advocate Stanley 
Van Ness, point out the obvi¬ 
ous: the devil finds work for 
idle hands. 

“There are some guys who 
just aren’t going to sit back 
quietly and starve to death.’’ 

In Detroit, over-all crime in 
January rose 27.3 per cent 
higher than last year, with 
car thefts, larceny, robbery 
and burglary accounting for 
the rise. 

In other major cities such 
as Miami, Boston, Chicago, 
Los Angeles, San Francisco, 
Dallas and New York, crimes 
involving financial gain are 
up. 

Said a New York City police 
ofSfcial: “The conclusion is 
simple. You got more guys 
out of work, more guys with 
mouths to feed and nothing to 
feed them with. 

“Take the construction in¬ 
dustry (one of the hardest hit 
In the New York area). 
They’re known for hiring a lot 
of ex-cons. Then these guys 
get laid off. Well, they just go 
back to what they were doing 
before . . 

The increase in thievery 
isn't confined to the city. Rob¬ 
bers and burglars are zeroing 
in on suburbs and rural areas. 

And in the midst of the 
hard-eyed statistics are such 
stories of desperation as the 
19-year-old Takoma Park, 
Md.. mother with no previous 
arrest record who was picked 
up for stealing $3.26 in baby 
food and disposable diapers 
for her 9-month-old son, 
Lewis. 

“I took nothing for myself,” 
she told police. “Lewis was 
hungry. I am unemployed and 
something had to be done.” 

Nashville’s chief of police, 
Joe Casey, reported that until 
recently most of the persons 
involved in robberies and 
home burglaries were stealing 
to support a narcotics habit. 

“But in the people we’ve 
been apprehending lately, 
we’ve been getting more say¬ 
ing the reason they did it was 
it was that they were out^of 
work,” Casey said. f

The film has the corniest of 
endings and never really chal¬ 
lenges the credo that to get 
the best mate possible it pays 
to have a Cosmopolitan-style 
blow-dry hair-style and a ‘cre¬ 
ative’ job.

But then the film wouldn’t 
have had its ticket-selling 
soap-opera appeal. 

And it is true, one is happy 
that things turned out well for 
Sheila • even 1 hough her 
roommate was left in limbo.

You begin John Updike’s new novel aboui an 
errant clergyman expecting it to be another of his 
myth-inspired jeux-d’esprit, but, for all its funny, 
earthy .moments, it is in some ways the most search¬ 
ing of Updike’s probings into psychic tensions. Once 
more, as so often before, he is looking for a pattern 
in human existence — and failing to find it. 

His white-collared protago¬

Success hasn’t spoiled him 


One of the cliches of book publishing has 
It that, since we are a nation of animal 
lovers, no halfway decent book on animals 
can fail. But some do. It depends on the au¬ 
thor, the animals, and the degree of love-of- 
life he *is able to impart to the writing. It also 
helps if the author is well known and the 
scene familiar. 

All of which makes if "cunouser end 
curiouser” that James Herriot’s two books, 
AH Creature* Great and Small and All 
Thing* Bright and Beautiful (MacMillan), 
have been such runaway best sellers. 

To begin with, Herriot is an English ve¬ 
terinarian practising in a remote district of 
Yorkshire, in the north of England. Second, 
he had never written a hook before and was 
thus totally unknown. Blit that third quality 
love-of- life enhan ce d hv his natural 


services. Mirabile dictu, he still makes house 
calls — barn calls would be more apposite — 
at any hour of the day or night just as he did 
when beginning his practice 35 years ago. 

His neighbors scattered across the dales 
have taken their vet’s fame in stride. York- 
shiremen are commonly considered “a dour 
lot,’’ to quote the description a Yorkshire 
writer, J. B. Priestley, once used to me. “We 
don’t say much, but we think a lot.’’ 

Since Herriot’s way of life has not percep¬ 
tibly changed, his neighbors treat him as 
they did before his name became a household 
word. About all that impresses them are the 
sacks of mail that come to his bucolic comet- 
of England addressed simply to “Mr. Her¬ 
riot. Yorkshire." 

He answers individually as many of them 


tant minister, the Rev. Thom¬ 
as Marshfield who, when first 
we meet, is sojourning at a 
desert resort in the southwest¬ 
ern United States. 

He has been sent there on 
an enforced vacation by his 
scandalized parishioners. The 
Rev. Mr. Marshfield, you see, 
has been making time .with 
the ladies in his flock a* a 
diversion from his clerical 
duties.

He is “sick,” and by way of 
therapy is required to record 
the story of his templatinn 
and disgrace. 

The novel is simply struc¬ 
tured. It begins in the resort, 
flashes back at length into the 
fall from grace, and ends in 
typically Updike fashion with 
the flesh seemingly trium¬ 
phant again - or is it? 

Between the first page and 
the last Updike has stripped 
his sinner naked, leaving him 
without faith, without hope, 
conscious only of his driving 
sexuality. It is a bravura per¬ 
formance in which the nove¬ 
list not only dissects the 
psyche but preaches with a 
sonorous if hollow eloquence. 




In short, this is a confes¬ 
sional novel in which Updike 
boldly confronts us with our 
century’s most fundamental 
enigma: In what are we to 
believe? He cites Pascal’s 
query: “Who has sent me 
here?” — a query to which 
man still seeks a definitive 
answers. whether through 
faith, reason, science or what¬ 
ever. . 

Tom Marshfield is as un¬ 
sure of the answer as the low¬ 
liest of his parishioners, 
though you’d never know It 
from his hortatory sermons 
on Sundays. 

Whal he is sure of is that he 
attracts women first his 
lady organist, then the wife of 
a local banker, and thereafter 
Ihe sexually discontented 
wives who come to him for 
spiritual counsel and receive 
carnal consolation. In the 
Rev. Tom Marshfield the 
spirit is weak but the flesh is 
willing. 

He is the first to recognize 
this, followed in time by ev¬ 
eryone else concerned, includ¬ 
ing his wife. 

When the discarded lady or-

ganist blurts out to the cuck¬ 
olded banker what his wife is 
doing with the minister, the 
ordure hits the revolving 
blades with a vengeance. 


But everyone understands 
and reacts reasonably^ Scan¬ 
dal is muted and the minister 
is sent to the desert retreat to 
ponder his misconduct. 

What he ponders, between 
bouts of total recall, is 
whether he can lure the lady 
superintendent into his bod. 
Her name is Ms. Prynne, 
which is about as accidental a 
naming as the Freudian slips 
Updike plants throughout the 
narrative. 

★ ★ ★ 

Pregnant passages punctu¬ 
ate the amatory sequences. 
The minister has so little faith 
left that he uses his church 
for assignations, surely a se- 
duotio ad absurdum. 

“I was shocked, at first, by 
how little distinction these se¬ 
ducing women saw between 
my sacerdotal and animal 
functions. Where was their 
guilt?” To which it might be 
asked, where was his? He had 
no guilt because he didn’t be¬ 
lieve. In the struggle between 
faith and sexuality, it was 
sexuality which prevailed. 

After pondering his situ fr 
tion for a month of Sundays 
he concludes that “we do not 
wish to live as angels In 
ether; our bodies are us, us, 
and our cravings for immor¬ 
tality is not a craving for 
transformation into a life 
beyond imagining but for our ' 
ordinary life ... to go on for¬ 
ever and forever.” 

This is a novel to read, 
mark, learn and inwardly 
digest. Updike has never been 
more probing — or more 
accessible. It poses questions 
few- writers ask and fewer at¬ 
tempt to answer.

When a book sells over a million hard-cover copies, like 
“I’m O.K.,’’ you can bet that other authors with a 
sound typewriter, lots of spare time, and a mailbox full 
of bills will sort of get the idea. A mildly depressing 
spate of uplifting books is the price we have to pay 
(about S8.95 per). 

Is it a case of trendy hurry-hurry or sheer loneli¬ 
ness that drives the “I’m O.K.” — chasers to team up? 

At any rate, here come Mildred Newman and Bernard^ 
Berkowitz with How to Be Your Own Best Friend, and 
Jhan Robbin and Dave Fisher with How to Make and 
Break Hahlta. And Jane Sorensen and Edythe Cudlipp 
with The New Way to Become the Person You’d Like to/i 
Be.

Where the older self-help hooks tend to be vaguely 
religious, the newer hooks tend to be vaguely scientific. 
But what all self-help lit. shares in common is an 
almost insultingly simple sense of what everybody 
wants: Maximum happiness at minimum cost. Oh dear, 
how did they know? 

Maximum unhappiness Is what self-help authors as¬ 
sume everybody has. They address their reader more 
or less tjius: “Poor messed-up person! You’re absolute¬ 
ly miserable now, aren’t you? But the Big Turn-Around 
awaits. Listen, come into my bargain basement. By the 
time you read the last page you will know how to be as 
happy and successful as you are now wretched and 
failed. And it’s so simple.” 

Perhaps the worthiest impulse of self-help lit. is to 
fight guilt. In what they subtitle The Complete Guide to 
< ouM'iousne.s* Raising. Jane and Edythe typically 
begin with a kind of advertising testimonial: “I had 
always thought there was something wrong with me for 
feeling the w«y I did — pretty much worthless. In my 
CR group. I found that older people felt the same ... I 
began to see that I could change, if I wanted.”

all this tarnish of guilt? Here is where self-help lit. sub¬ 
divides. Consciousness-Raisers like Jane and Edythe 
asume you get the 14-karat self to the surface by Talk¬ 
ing It Up. 

One “plays roles” to end all playing of roles. Men 
and women, employers and employees, parents and 
children, — as they pretend to be one another, “hostili¬ 
ty” gets “vented.” and the bad old “power structures” 
collapse. The “passive” learn to “assert” themselves, 
and the “aggressive” learn not to “over-assert,” and 
they live together happily ever after. Could anything be 
simpler? 

Yes. “Transactional Analysis,” the self- 
improvement formula on which “I’m O.K.” and How. to 
Be Your Own Best F'riend are based. For here one 
needs to talk only to oneself. “Every day in every way 
I am gettjng better and better” — this was the motto of 
Coueism. the self-suggestion panacea of the 1920’s. I’m 
O.K. — You’re O.K. makes self-esteem even more in¬ 
stant through the modem miracle of semantics. One 
drops the “not” from “I’m not O.K.” and presto, one is 
O.K. 

★ ★ ★ 

If all this moral triumph seems too easy for you, 
.vou old Puritan, How to Make and Break Habits allows 
you to work for it - a little. The Jhan and Dave recipe 
comes out of the B. F. Skinner box, otherwise known as 
Behavior Modification. If you overeat, fine yourself. 
Every time you’re messy, give yourself a mild electric 
shock. Reward-and-punishment conditioning worked 
with Pavlov’s dogs. Why shouldn’t it work with you? s 

When will they end? — these shortcuts to “happi¬ 
ness” and “success” tha,t never bother to tell you what 
happiness and sucoess are. It would be wrong as well 
as ungracious to assume that self-help lit. is cynical — 
an act of exploitation. Probably no self-help manual 
ever succeeded unless the author pretty much believed 
in it and, furthermore* felt a genuine desire to help. 
The author is usually his first and best customer; if he 
didn’t write the toiok, he would be buying it. 

The .great virtue of self-help lit. is that it gives hope 

no mean accomplishment. Its great vice is that it 
gives too much hope — makes reformatipn and domin¬ 
ion seem a matter of a flick of the human will. Is what 
the Greeks called “metanoia” (change of heart) and 
the Christians call "grace” so simple, so commonplace 
a thing? Most of us — even with the latest handbook 
sticking out of our pockets — would say: “No.” Addirtg, 
quite literally. Thank goodness!” 
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Elderly compile unique B.C. anthology 
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like this book of yours. It has the ring of truth, 
while remaining at the same time profoundly false.” 


MAKING HISTORY: AN AN 
THOLOGY OF BRITISH CO 
LUMBIA, edited by Millieent 
A. Llndo; 235 pp; $10; avail¬ 
able from Ms. ,M. Llndo, 
712-1025 Linden Ave., Victoria. 

This book comprises con¬ 
tributions from some 50 per¬ 
sons whose writing covers as 
many parts of British Colum¬ 
bia. It is unique in that all of 
them are in the category of 
senior citizens. 

Selection was made from a 
mass of material, including, 
as the editor remarks in her 
“appreciation.” letters, post 
cards, articles, poems 
hymns, short stories, bro- 
chures, family histories,, 
albums, paintings, maps— 
varied in quality as tn charac¬ 
ter. 

The chosen matter relates 
to the theme of the book, 
"which is writing about the 


past, in the present, for tbe 
future,” in the editor’s words. 

The age of contributors 
ranges from 60 to 98, end in 
each case there is a thumb¬ 
nail biography. 

Nora Elliott, who is 70, de¬ 
signed the appropriate and at¬ 
tractive dust jacket. 

If much of the narrative is 
homely ana' of hardly impres¬ 
sive literary standard, it is 
nevertheless historically sig¬ 
nificant, dealing often enough 
w i t h experiences wholly 
strange to the newer genera¬ 
tions in remote and only 
dimly remembered locations.

Garden notes 


l*ea Troubles (A. L., Brant- 
wood Bay) 

The premature drying-up 
and dying of your pea vines 
every summer is probably 
due to mildew, a fungus dis¬ 
ease that shows up first as a 
powdery white deposit on the 
leaves. 

The disease is caused by in¬ 
visible fungus spores floating 
Jn the air. When these alight 
upon a leaf, given favorable 
circumstances, they take root 
and multiply, thereby infect¬ 
ing the plant. 

Important contributing fac¬ 
tors are lack of sufficient 
moisture at the deep root 
level and poor air circulation 
around and between the vines. 

This year, try burying some 
old rotted cow manure deep 
under the pea rows; this ma¬ 
terial not only feeds the 
plants, hut also acts as "a 
sponge to absorb and hold a 
reserve of moisture. 

Also, space out your seeds a 
bit more widely for* better air 
circulation. 

At the first sign of mildew, 
spray immediately with 
karathane or wettable stri- 
phur. — 


Ring Culture (T. H., Ganges) 

This is a technique of grow¬ 
ing greenhouse tomatoes, pop¬ 
ular in England, in which the 
plants are grown in bottom¬ 
less pot of rich soil sitting on 
beds of washed gravel. 

Liquid fertilizer is applied 
to the soil in the pots and 
copious amounts of water to 
the gravel beds. 

Under these conditions, the 
tomato plants develop two 
sets of roots — fibrous feeding 
roots In the pots and fleshy 
water-seeking roots in the 
gravel under the pots. 

Very heavy crops of ex¬ 
cellent tomatoes are grown in 
this way, and there is a big 
advantage in that there are 
no beds of soSl in the. green¬ 
house to be changed periodi¬ 
cally — a laborious and ex¬ 
pensive process. 

The gravel beds can be 
washed clean by flooding be¬ 
tween crops, and only the soil 
in the bottomless pots of 
“rings” need renewing. 

I can’t see any special ad¬ 
vantage in ring culture for 
outdoor-grown tomatoes, 
though. 


Planting Daffodils (J. S., Vic¬ 
toria) 

I am sorry to say that your 
plan of planting daffodil bulbs 
in your new lawn before sow¬ 
ing the grass seed this spring 
just won’t work. 

Apart from the fact that no 
garden shop has any daffodil 
bulbs to sell in the spring of 
the year, this-is the worst 
time of the whole year to 
plant them. 

Go ahead with the sowing of 
your grass seed, by all 
means, but delay the pur¬ 
chase and planting of the 
bulbs until next fall. 

I should point out, however, 
that while daffs may be nat¬ 
uralized in rough grass for a 
most effective display, ns in 
Beacon Hill Park, it isn’t such 
a good idea to plant them in a 
formal front lawn. 

The trouble here is that daf¬ 
fodil tops must not be cut. 
down until after the leaves die 
down naturally in midsum¬ 
mer, and this means your 
lawn would have to remain 
rough and jjiynown all 
through the spring months 
until the bulb foliage ripens. 
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Potatoes from Eyes (H. r., 
Sooke) 

I am quite enthusiastic 
about tiie packaged potato 
eyes offered in many of the 
seed catalogues nowadays. 

It is true that the crop from 
prepared potato eyes is not as 
prolific as from cut tubers, 
but the cost is considerably 
less than for certified whole 
seed potatoes. 

Moreover, the packaged po¬ 
tato eyes are offered in & 
wide selection of varieties, 
making it practicable to try 
out several different kinds to 
find out which variety is best 
suited to your particular soil. 

Quite a few knowledgeable 
gardeners nowadays are 
growing their own seed pota¬ 
toes from these packaged po¬ 
tato eyes. 

Rather than saving seed 
from their “eating” potatoes, 
they buy the inexpensive cer¬ 
tified potato eyes every year, 
growing them for one year to 
get enough seed tubers for 
their main planting the follow¬ 
ing year. In this way, they 
keep their stock fresh and 
disease-free.

Here's a little memory' test 
for you: drag out your old 
high school yearbook and see 
bow many of your classmates 
you can identify without peek¬ 
ing at the names beneath the 
pictures.

This 
road: is impassable in winter, 
but means that during spring 
and summer conditions (ex¬ 
cept when there is a fire 
hazard) recreationists will be 
able to make a circle trip 
via Cowfchan Lake, through 
the Nitinat division, across 
the ridge road and down t> 
Nanaimo Lakes and back on 
to the Island Highway. 

The Nitinat recreational 
map shows the new CZ ©amp- 
site on the Nitinat River, the 
24-hour access road into Tuck 


Lake where there is wilder¬ 
ness camping area, and points 
travellers to the Nanaimo 
Lakes, and also to the Nitinat 
Lake-Barn field area. 

The Nanaimo Lakes area 
within the Laydsmith division 
is a recreationist’s paradise 
and the new CZ map shows 
the points of interest. ^ 

There is a campground and 
small boat launching on First 
I-ake, just before you enter 
the CZ road system. 

There is another camping 
area and boat launching spot 
at Panther Lake, where I 
have found some very good 
early season trout fishing with 
a Tom Thumb fly.

OTTAWA (CP) - Two ex¬ 
cited women left Ottawa for 
Egypt this week — the first 
women to join a Canadian 
peacekeeping operation. 

The tiwo, Capt. Vi Connor of 
Trenton, Ont., and Stg. Marie 
Timoney of Toronto and 
Shearwater, N.S., will join 
more than 1,000 men on the 
United Nations Emergency 
Force in Egypt. 

They are the forerunners of 
almost' 50 women who will 
have taken support jobs with 
the Canadians by June. 

At an airport news confer¬ 


ence, the two women showed 
themselves feminine enough 
to talk about new hair-dos, 
military enough to talk of the 
challenge of their new jobs 
and relaxed enough to joke 
about the “Why Not’’ wo¬ 
men’s year sticker that a 
male public relations officer 
put on the captain’s lapel. 

Capt. Connor, who joined 
what was then the air force in 
1955, spoke of the challenge of 
being an administration of¬ 
ficer dealing with male 
troops. 


“Of course there will be dif¬ 
ficulty,” she said. “Look 
we’re the first women going 
over to what has been an all¬ 
male environment. There’s 
bound to be difficulty.”

Soviets corroded brains of dissidents 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - So- 
vlet^olice doctors are pacify¬ 
ing about 7,000 political dis¬ 
sidents with a variety of 
drugs and have apparently 
performed some “chemical 
lobotomies” using the well- 
known Western, .blood pres¬ 
sure ciriig reserpine, accord¬ 
ing to testimony released by a 
U.S. congressional subcom¬ 
mittee Saturday. 

The 12H>agc reporl. re 


leased by the senate subcom¬ 
mittee on Internal security, 
detailed a variety of psychia¬ 
tric abuses in Russia to 
achieve behavior controd of in¬ 
dividuals with awkyvard politi¬ 
cal views. 

Dr, Norman Hirt, a psychia¬ 
trist at the University of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia medical school 
who has made a study of such 
abuses, said doctors employed 


by the SovieF'security police 
(KGB) had discovered that 
massive doses of reserpine 
cause atrophy of the brain: 

“They have discovered ap¬ 
parently in -the KGB human

Hirt estimated from his re¬ 
search that 7,000-8,000 per¬ 
sons. out of the Soviet popula¬ 
tion of over 226 million, were 


being treated by these meth¬ 
ods. 

Hirt, who testified privately 
to two committee staff 
member^ in 1972, said he had 
developed his information 
from interviews with two So¬ 
viet psychiatrists (one had 
worked for the KGB), inter¬ 
views with Soviet Jews who 
have resettled in Israel, and 
through his own investiga¬ 
tions. 


SWIFT .CURRENT, Sask. 
(CP) — A shipment of 400 dog 
licence tags has caused some 
confusion and resentment 
here.

STOP THE SELLOUT 
OF OUR SALMON 


Every year U.S. fishermen catch around five million 
Canadian salmon, worth some $32.5 million in 1973. 
Canadian fishermen, in turn, take around 2.5 million U.S. 
salmon, worth $17.5 million in 1973. This leaves an annual 
balance in U.S. favor of 2.5 million salmon. 

For the past few years Canada and the U.S. have 
been negotiating a new treaty, the purpose of which was 
to equalize and reduce interception by each country of the 
other country's salmon. The basic principles governing the 
negotiations, as agreed in June, 1971, were: 

1. ) That each country harvest only its own salmon. 

2. ) That where it is not possible to avoid interception 

of the other country's salmon because of inter¬ 
mingling, an equitable balance should be struck. 

3. ) That this equitable balance should be arrived at 

by reducing rather than increasing interception. 


Since 1971, however, Canadian negotiators have 
given way steadily to U.S. demands until now they appear 
ready to abandon these principles. Now they are propos¬ 
ing to accept U.S. claims of "historic rights" to Fraser River 
salmon runs and to give the U.S. an even larger balance of 
salmon interceptions in its favor. 


If this is allowed to happen, it will be yet another 
giveaway of our country's resources to the U.S., and future 
generations of Canadians will be saddled with the conse¬ 
quences of a treaty as humiliating as the Alaska Boundary 
Treaty and the Columbia River Treaty.

Canada in for skinning of salmon—fishermen 



JSeish 

. unfair treaty 


Canada is about to get 
skinned again, this time in 
less-dramatic fashion than it 
was through the Columbia 
River Treaty, a Victoria rep¬ 
resentative of the United Fi¬ 
shermen’s and Allied Workers 
Union charged Friday. 

Referring to the Canadian- 
United States reciprocal salm¬ 
on agreement which could be 
signed shortly t Elgin Nqish 
said the Canadian govern¬ 
ment appears to be on the 
brink of a sellout. 

The union, which has been 


advising the government in 
talks with the Americans, is 
breaking its oath of confiden¬ 
tiality about the negotiations 
in an attempt to mobilize the 
Canadian public to pressure 
Ottawa to sign a treaty which 
will benefit Canadians, Neish 
said. 

With a $20,000 advertising 
budget, the union, assisted by 
the Pacific Trollers Associa¬ 
tion and other organizations, 
is sponsoring a letter-writing 
campaign hrging Prime Min¬ 
ister Trudeau to take a 


loughcr stance in the negotia¬ 
tions. 

The agreement regulates 
the number of salmon that 
each country’s fishing fleet 
can take from the other na¬ 
tion’s waters, but Neish said 
the American fleet annually 
gets about 2.5 million more 
Canadian salmon than Ca¬ 
nadian fishermen catch of 
American salmon. 

This imbalance, which Neish 
claimed wall be preserved in 
the agreement that Canada is 
about to ratify, costs this 


country millions of dollars a 
year. 

No agreement at all would 
be better than an unfair 
treaty, Neish said, because 
without a treaty, Americans 
would be prohibited from tak¬ 
ing fish from waters around 
the Queen Charlotte Islands, 
where about 85 percent of the 
American catch of bottomfish 
originates. 

Although Canada claims 
Hecate Strait, Dixon Ent¬ 
rance, Queen Charlotte Sound, 
and the Gulf of St. Lawrence 


and Bay of Fundy on the east 
coast as Canadian waters, the' 
United States does not recog¬ 
nize Canadian sovereignty in 
these areas and American 
vessels in these waters are 
not prosecuted by Candian 
authorities, he explained. 

Instead of meekly accepting 
American proposals, Neish 
said, Canada should be threat¬ 
ening the United States that, 
unless a fair treaty is nego¬ 
tiated, these waters w-ill be 
closed to American fisher¬ 
men. 

’’Why should they get our 


dragfish for nothing when 
they already get 2.5 million of 
our salmon,” he said. 

He said the Americans have 
developed a unique pricing 
structure to prove that the 
current salmon imbalance is 
in Canada's favor, and Cana¬ 
dian officials at the talks have 
not challenged it. 

The U.S. claims American 
salmon now intercepted by 
Canadian commercial fisher¬ 
men would be more valuable 
if they were caught by Ameri¬ 
can sports fishermen. 


Using this “ridiculuous god¬ 
dam argument,” the Ameri¬ 
cans claim the salmon imba¬ 
lance is in Canada’s favor, 
Neish charged. 

As well, he said, Canada 
has suggested at the talks 
that Canadian catches of 
spring and coho off the west 
coast of Vancouver Island will 
be limited when. American 
fisheries are taking 2.5 mil¬ 
lion Canadian salmon. 

“The U.S. state department 
has the Canadian federal gov¬ 
ernment in its ixjcket,” Neish 
said.

Community plan 
aired in public

COWICHAN BAY — A com¬ 
munity plan with guidelines 
for control of development in 
large portion of Cowichan Bay 
w’as unveiled at a public hear¬ 
ing last week for residents of 
electoral area D of the Cow¬ 
ichan Valley regional district. 

More than 150 local resi¬ 
dents turned out to discuss 
“The plan'"wlth thPlr regional - ■ 
director, Jeb Tothill. and con¬ 
sulting planner, Doug Halver¬ 
son. The plan was prepared 
through information gathered 
In a local survey, and with 
input of the advisory planning 
commission. 

The highlights of plan, 
which Halverson called the 
"should plan,” are: - 

Residential areas - The 
first residential areas to be 
developed to full urban den¬ 
sity and services should be in 
the area within the drainage 
shed of the existing Cowichan 
Bay treatment plan. The total 
population of this are# should 
not exceed 3,U00 people. 

The second area to be de¬ 
veloped to densities requiring 
sewer will be east of the pre¬ 
set sewered area bound by 
the Waldy Road ravine, the 
Koksilah-Cherry Point Road, 
east to Satellite Channel, and 
Cowichan Bay’s south shore. 

Marine activity areas 
These areas should primarily 
accommodate uses dependent 
upon or ancillary to the 
waters of Cowichan Bay. 
Marinas, chandlers, restau¬ 
rants. motels, tourist facili¬ 
ties or a marine orientation, 
fish shops, tourist shops, 
should be allowed, but not 
non-marine attractions such 
as wax museums. 

The plan stresses that 
marine activity land should 
not be used for uses not re¬ 
quiring a seaside location 
Gas pumps should be allowed 


only as accessory to a permit¬ 
ted use. 

-r- Local commercial activity 
is to be effectively separated 
from marine activity. The 
plan designates an area near 
the intersection of Koksilah 
and Cowichan Bay Road as a 
location convenient to major 
arterial roads. Strip develop¬ 
ment should not be allowed. 

Highway commercial activi¬ 
t ies - - Trjms-Canaria HighW^Y ... 
commercial areas should be 
restricted to uses de|>endent 
upon the highway. No further 
access points should be al¬ 
lowed in electoral area D. 

Industrial areas — There is 
no, place in electoral area D 
suitable for heavy industrial 
sites due to shortages of 
water and flat non-agricul- 
tural land close* to transpor¬ 
tation. 

The plan suggests that 
every avenue should be pur¬ 
sued to phase out already es¬ 
tablished heavy industrial en¬ 
terprises in the Cowichan and 
Koksilah rivers estuaries. 

Estuary Wet lands in the 
Koksilah and Cowichan rivers 
area are to be surveyed and 
included in the "wildland'’ 
designation of the community 
plan. The only uses permitted 
on these lands should be such 
as commercial game farms, 
water fowl .farms, conserva¬ 
tion reserves and non-pollut¬ 
ing recreational uses. 

Uses contributing to debris 
or effluent discharges into 
river channels, or the estuary 
are to be prohibited. 

Community water source 
The region should undertake 
an investigation of water 
sources for electoral area. Be¬ 
fore any expansion of the 
existing sewage treatmen! 
plant is undertaken, a water 
source should be located, and 
Ihe necessary facilities to 
serve the community should 
be started.

Campbell River 
estuary cleanup 
aim of project

NANAIMO - Nanaimo 
Mayor Frank Ney said Satur¬ 
day that a decision on the 
Tsitika-Schoen 310,000-acre 
wilderness area should be 
made only after all people on 
Vancouver Island had a 
chance to voice their feelings. 

"The final decision will 
have a significant bearing on 
the economy of the Island.” 
the mayor said. “If the area 
is banned for logging com¬ 


pletely, it will mean a definite 
effect on the timber harvest 
of the Island and, conseqent- 
ly, an effect on the forest ma¬ 
terials handled by our mills. 
This will find it’s way down 
into the economic life of every 
Vancouver Island resident.” 

On the other hand, he said, 
if the area were completely 
logged over, it would have ef¬ 
fects on th* natural life con¬ 


tained in the 310,000 acres of 
land. 

"I think this is a good ex¬ 
ample of how t environ¬ 
mentalists and industry must 
work together and arrive at a 
compromise which is fair to 
all concerned. The ramifica¬ 
tions of this decision will he 
terrific, and of importance lo 
every resident of the Island."

Biologist Ted Bums of the 
provincial lands branch, de¬ 
scribes the estuary of the 
Campbell River as an exam¬ 
ple of all that’s good and bad 
in coastal development, and 
"if w-e can clean it up, then 
we can clean up almost any¬ 
thing." 

Burns said his "task force,” 
comprising representatives of 
federal and provincial govern¬ 
ment agencies, hopes to be 
able to publish an interim re¬ 
port within six months. 

One type of Industrial 
operation almost certain to be 
displaced, is the massive log 
storage boom located in the 
mouth of the river, said 
Burns. 

Other industries that could 
be asked to relocate include a 
float plane base, and a sand 
and gravel operation. 

Bums said the task force 
has discussed methods of sur¬ 
gically removing the damag¬ 
ing effects of development 
from the estuary. 

Objective is to put estuary 
lands to their best; use — the 
production of marine life and 
waterfowl and for recrea¬ 
tional use. 

Bums said the Campbell 
River estuary might become 
the first estuary in the prov¬ 
ince to carry a new type of 
zoning. 

“This could become one of 

the most i«nwm§ estuaries in 
the world,” Bums said. 

“There is going to have to 
be some type of zoning for es¬ 
tuaries. They are the highest 
class lands we have In the 
province and we’re not overly 
endowed with them. 

"It’s part of the total coast¬ 
al planning package. Camp¬ 
bell River * was the logical 
place to start." 

He said the provincial gov¬ 
ernment is trying to develop 
"an overall policy for the 
_ best use of estuaries.” 

Bums said the idea for the 
estuary clean-up originated in 
Victoria as part of a new pro¬ 
vincial interest in liver es¬ 
tuaries. 

Objective of the provincial 
lands branch is to “clean up" 
leases that are imcompatible 
with the long-term natural 
productivity of an estuary, 
Bums explained. 

P’ederal .fisheries spokes¬ 
man Fred Bird said the new 
salmon hatchery in Campbell 
River makes clean up of the 
estuary important, and “it’s 
absolutely imperative we pro- 
lect and enhance estuaries.”

■ f i e mi Goorg e- R e k l torro ed-tho— 
concept of protecting es- 
luaries a "real 
breakthrough." 

He said if the Campbell 
River estuary is going to be 
put to its best use some indus¬ 
trial operations will have to 
be relocated, especially the 
log booms. 

Jim Egan, chief land in¬ 
spector of the Courtenay 
lands branch office, said his 
department could phase out 
existing crown leases in the 
estuary area. 

Bulk of all lands in the es¬ 
tuary area belongs to the 
Campbell River Indian Band, 
while other lands on the south 
shore come under the juris¬ 
diction of the district of 
Campbell River. Comox- 
Strathcona Region Board con¬ 
trols development on the 
north shore of the rivei*T 
One man not too happy 
about the plan and its remo¬ 
val of development from the 
estuary, is Campbell River In¬ 
dian Band Chief Billy Rob¬ 
erts. 

"Our land has been frozen 
for three years,” Roberts said 
in an interview. “We should 
be allowed to develop our re¬ 
serve or receive compensa¬ 
tion.” 

The land w-ants to develop 
a marina for fishboats on its 
reserve at the mouth of the 
river, but the project has 
been halted by the govern* 
menl. 

"We are greatly concerned 
about our land being frozen," 
he said.

Strolls Along Fort Street 


Time w as when Fort 
Street, from Douglas to 
Cook; was olmost 
with single-family dwell¬ 
ings, as the saying is. 

Today there is not a 
house in those four long 
blocks. This is called pro¬ 
gress. 

1 took a long walk up Fort the 
other day to see what spots I could 
pick out, both from memory, and 
from reading old directories and 
newspapers. 

The Campbell Building, at the 
northeast comer of Douglas and 
Fort has been there a long time, for 
as long as I can remember, and 
that’s now quite a long time. 

It was erected about 1910 by D. 
E. Campbell, a big-hearted druggist 
of the ol& school. He was called 
‘Doc’ Campbell. 

I recall delivering newspapers in 
that building when I was a boy. It 
Was full of doctors. I recall Dr. Her¬ 
mann Robertson and Dr. Howard 
Miller; and the U.S. immigration of¬ 
fices were there, presided over hv 
that most genial, kindly gentleman, 
Tom Monaghan, who now lives on 
Dallas Road. 

A few doors up is the Jones 
Building; it was once the site of 
house and office of Dr. O. M. .Jones, 
well-loved physician and surgeon, 
who came here about 1890 as ship's 
turgeon of HMS Warspite. 

letter he built a fine stone house 
on an estate in Oak Bay and his 
daughters now live there. 

It was an era when doctors 
had their offices in their houses 
— so they could get home to 
lunch. 

At the northeast corner o f 
Broughton and Blanshard lived Dr. 
R. L. Fraser, and down Dougins a 

bit, and across the street was 4>r. t 
Hart. 

Dr. Fraser, bom in Ontario, 
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came west as a young man, taught 
school in Saanich, married a daugh-. 
ter of Capt. William Thomson of 
Bannockburn Farm, went east to 
here to 

practice. 

At the comer of Langley and 
Fort lived Dr. James Douglas 
Heimcken, and he had his office in 
his house. 

On Blanshard, just off Fort, lived 
Dr. G. A. Hanington, and up Fort, 
near Cook, I Seem to recall, as a 
boy, that Dr. J. D. Hunter lived 
there, and had his office in one 
wing, before he moved to the comer 
of Linden and Rockland. He was a 
grandson of Hon. John Robson, 


t h e big turn-of-the-century 
dances were held. 

All the children of the neigh¬ 
borhood gathered there and climbed 

Victoria’s fashionable elite twisting 
in what was called, I think, the light 
fantastic toe, to Mr. Pferdner’s 
orchestra, or a heavy band. 

Next to the Assembly Hall lived 
my maternal grandparents, Capt. 
and Mrs. Michael O’Keefe, who had 
come here from their native New¬ 
foundland in the mid 1880s. 

My grandmother, a born ra¬ 
conteur, whetted my appetite for 
history. I always found her fas¬ 
cinating as she told me stories 


Rosie, Mrs. Mellor, and his sons, 
Anton and Benny, the latter a 
noted musician, who Went to I>os 
Angeles In the 1920s.

Harold who became judges — alto" 
getlicr a remarkable family. 

Just east of Cook, on Fort, lived 
clothing merchant Jeffrey, and his 
hdeco was married there to William 
J. Fendray of the soap works and 
paint plant at Ltmrel ‘Point in-JiTffles "• 
Bay. 

Across Fort are three old 
houses built by cigar merchant 
Marcus Bantly, for his daughter 


tall, French-style house, built by Dr. 
Jones, a dentist, whose son, also a 
dentist, built the towered house at 
the southwest comer of Linden and 
Rockland. 

Up Fort, on the north side, is 
Wentworth Villa, now an antique 
shop. It was built in, the 1870s by 
Capt. Henry Ella, whose wife was 
Martha Cheney, who had arrived 
here from England, in the sailing 
vessel Tory, in 1851, with her uncle 
and aunt, Mr. and Mrs. Thomas 
Blkikhom, who founded Bilston 
Farm at Metchosin. 

Capt. Ella and Martha were mar¬ 
ried there in 1855, in the presence of 
Governor James Douglas and his 
daughters, there was no mention of 
Mrs. Douglas being there. She did 
not like going out much. 

East of Wentworth Villa, is a red 
brick house, where lived Thomas 
Wilson Paterson, 1909-14 B.C. A lieu¬ 
tenant-governor, who had been an 
active politician, and one of the 
builders of the Victoria and Sidney 
Railway. 

His wife w as a daughter of Sena¬ 
tor George Riley; when they left 
Government House they went to 
their new home in Uplands. 

At the corner of School Street, or 
Ormond, on Fort, lived John Grant, 
a mayor of Victoria, whose wife was 
a daughter of Joseph Hey wood, ear¬ 
ly-day ‘sausage king' of Victoria. 

Across, and down a bit, at the 
comer of Linden was Breadalbane, 
where lived Rev. Dr. Campbell. 

His home was known as Vic¬ 
toria's Gretna Green, for every¬ 
day he married u young couple 
there, sometimes two or three. 

Up from him w’as Pentrolew, now 
a church, the home of Sir Henry 
Pering Pellew Crease, first attor¬ 
ney-general of British Columbia 
after the union of the colonies in 
1866. * 

He was at first plain Mr. Crease, 
but Queen yictoria gave him a title. 

Opposite again, lived William 
Parsons Sayward, early-day lumber 
baroh of Vancouver Island, whose

More 
and more birds are accepting na¬ 
ture’s invitation to visit, now that 
her house is so clean and tidy. But 
tomorrow' may have a flick of Feb¬ 
ruary' in it and a robin duo, hunched 
in the hawthorn, glaring at me 
through the window. Me! Why me? 
I’m only the weather observer. I 
don’t make. it. Especially in March.

“Whether the weather be fine or 
whether the weather lie not, whether 
the weather be cold or whether the 
weather be hot. whatever the 
weather we’ll weather the weather 
whether we’ll like it or not.”

"Go east young man, go east!" 
could some day be sound advice for 
future adventurers. One of the 
ironic twists of history has left 
much of the old world # the region 
that gave birth to civilization, as 
the new wilderness. 


Try sometime to look up Ventotene in any 
standard reference. Chances are you will find 
nothing. To most of the world Ventotene doesn’t 
even exist. Yet this small island off Italy’s west 
coast was once an important dockyard for the im¬ 
perial Roman fleet. But that was 2,000 years ago. 

When we sailed in, despite its age, the origi¬ 
nal Roman breakwater was still there, still pro¬ 
viding excellent shelter from a sometimes awe¬ 
some Tyrrhenian Sea. The turned stone bollards 
which held Starflower’s mooring lines had per¬ 
formed the same task for ships in Nero’s navy. 
Beside the dock fishermen were busy painting 
boats drawn up in underground galley sheds 
hacked out of the volcanic rock centuries ago. 

This century hasn’t done much to improve 
Ventotene. In the weed choked town square the 
local administration never did get around to chi¬ 
selling the visage erf il Duce from an overgrown 
monument. 

But now, instead of an empire, the granite 
eyes look out on a poor village growing smaller 
every year as its young people leave for jobs in 
Turin or Milan. The island supports no Hilton 
Hofei, American Express or glass and chrome 
tour coaches. Our pleasures were in exploring the

old jx>rt and taking long walks over fig-lined 
footpaths. 

Ventotene whs typical of the unexploited 
Islands Betty and I preferred over crowded 
touristy yacht |»orts such as Elba, Ischia and 
Capri. Thanks to our mode of travel aboard 
Starf lower we discovered places where 
almost forgotten customs, values and even 
dress still endure. We made a point of seek¬ 
ing out such refuges from the jumbo jet and 
discotheque. In this respect our 34-foot sloop 
was almost like a time machine. 

Four hundred miles further south, midway 
between Sicily and Africa the Island of Malta is 
remote enough in itself. 

But the Maltese look on the neighboring Is¬ 
land of Gozo as a backwater. 

Many Gozitans have never travelled even the 
short distance to Malta. Perhaps with good rea¬ 
son.

tending down the coast of Greece. Corfu, 
Faxos, I.cvkaA, tephulonla and Z&nte are all 
a comfortable day-sail apart. One of this 
group Ithaka was the legendary home of 
Ulysses. 

Today this sailor-hero’s kingdom a refuge 
from many 20th century harassments. Most of the 
women of these islands work fields and shop and 
cook in the traditional dress of their own particu¬ 
lar island. Common transport is by donkey. 
Water is drawm from wells and food is local 
produce fresh from field and sea. 

In much of voyaging we were guilty of a com¬ 
mon traveller s weakness — the habit of compar¬ 
ing things or places with home. “This island or 
cove or bay is beautiful,” we would say, “but, oh, 
the coast of B.C.” 

Turkey’s south coast, a further 3T>0 miles 
east, put an end to such thoughts. In some 
ways it could be our own B.C. coastline. Steep 
evergreen elad slopes run down to magnifi¬ 
cent gulfs and Inlets. From snow covered 
mountain peaks icy rivers flow to the sea. 

Add to this a wiild climate, clear unpolluted 
water, historic ruins and tiny picturesque vil¬ 
lages. What more could a yachtsman wish for? 

The beauty along the Turkish coast seemed to 
be further enhanced by a certain musical quality 
in the place names. Izmir, Antalya, Mfcrni&ris 
they ring in the ear like the names of precious 
stones. The Turkish tongue turns common Black 
Island into Kara Ada. Bay becomes korfezi and 
more appealing still is the word for sea — deniz. 

A special bonus was the people. They took 
us by surprise. During three years in Hie 


paid or a bottle of wine would arrive. It took the 
most devious cunning to repay these gestures.

An aura of history hovers over this region. 
Starting more than 40 centuries ago, Lydians, 
Greeks, Romans and Christian Crusaders came, 
built great cities, then passed along.

The 
carved marble portico of an emperor’s temple 
serves as shelter for a shepherd dressed in ani¬ 
mal skins. 

In Bodrum Starflower’s crew doubled 
when we were joined by friends Russ and 
Eleanor Smith from Victoria. Hoping to Infect 
them with some of our own enthusiasm for 
Turkey we planned a cruise up the Gulf of 
Kos. 

A study of the chart gave prorrifce of an inter¬ 
esting voyage ahead. The gulf cuts 50 miles east¬ 
ward into Turkey. Its shores ore indented with 
bays and it contains a number of islands. One erf 
these in particular caught our eye. 

The chart names it Sedir Adalari — Cedar 
Island. Guidebooks refer to it as Castle Island 
and mention interesting archaeological remains. 
But when I qutTTed wwne of the Turkish boat skip¬ 
pers they called it by another name — Cleopa¬ 
tra’s Island. 

"“Why Cleopatra?” I asked.

In the harbor area where 
Starflower nestled in with brightly colored fishing 
boats fishermen dried and mended nets while 
specialists wove strips of cane into large round 
fish traps.

The promise of more Interesting landfalls 
drew uk another 400 miles — this time east

Mediterranean we had gradually built up a 
rip-off resistance. This attitude developed as 
we encountered the perpetual open season on 
foreigners which prevails in many Mediterra¬ 
nean countries. Every act, every deisd, even a 
helpful word has it’s price. Every price has 
it’s sur tax for the pale-skinned visitor. 

Now in Turkey our built-up callousness was a 
disadvantage. Suddenly we were on the receiving 
end. How does one fight too much kindness? 

We must have looked ridiculous as with 
mouths agape we had simple gifts thrust into our 
hands — a branch of oranges or a newspaper 
bundle of fresh fish. Where else in the world, we 
wondered, would a visit from the chief of police 
leave us with an armload of geraniums?

they all insisted, “gu/.el, gu/.el — very beauti¬ 
ful/* 

This was the type of story guaranteed to get us 
moving. We completed the mountain of paper¬ 
work required to clear any Turkish harbor and 
started up the long inlet. 

The Admiralty Pilot states that during May 
westerlies can be expected to blow into the Gulf 
of Kos every afternoon. That being the case we 
thought we would treat Russ and Eleanor to an 
easy first sail with a following wind. On our re¬ 
turn trip out of the gulf we could make early- 
morning starts stopping each day before noon 
brought a headwind. 

However, as any sailing enthusiast knows 
♦here is a law of contrariness or obstinacy which 
dictates that no matter which direction one is 
heading, the wind will be on the nose. This law 
overrides any other authority. It had us beating 
up the gulf into a wet headsea. Although it was 
miserable at the time, we can thank it now- for 
leading us to one of delightful experiences that 
are never planned. 

To port Vasilika Bay offered respite from the 
weather. We anchored off the settlement, a tiny 
hamlet, no more than a teashop, a grocery store 
and six or eight tile roofed houses. 

The village and it’s green gardens lay on the 
seaward end of a lush valley running down from 
the mountains. It was quiet and peaceful. The 
only vehicle was a mini-bus that ran over a dirt 
road to the next town. The villagers were friend¬ 
ly. The women all wore traditional pantelons and 
shawls^. 

It was one of these women who first caught 
our attention as she walked along carrying hanks 
of colored wool. Then we noticed mor6 skeins 
drying on second storey balconies. 

When we first landed on the beach, one of the 
* men had come down to welcome us to his village. 
In a place of this size it was inevitable that 10 
minutes later we would meet him again on the 
road. Now as we peered and speculated over the 
colored wool he appeared once more. 

He approached a house, then seeing our inter¬ 
est, beckoned us to follow. There on the veranda 
the wife and daughter of our host, Cevdet Orhan, 
sat at an upright loom weaving a prayer rug. 

In Turkey wc had seen those small carpets 
being offered for sale to tourists but so tar 
hadn’t been too enthused with the quality, 
here in Vasilika we saw for the first time the 
type of hand craftsmanship that made Tur¬ 
kish carpets famous. 

The two women tied the knots with amazing 
dexterity, then clipped a complete row even wiih 
the dense body of the finished portion. As little 
as we knew about carpet making we couldn't 
help but be impressed by the work, color and 
lovely design. 

We were particularly amazed that so fine an 
object could take form on such a crude loom. 
Cevdet had built it himself. He had dragged the 
timber from the woods, roughly hacked off mast 

of the bark and pegged the machine together. It 
cost him nothing but his time. 

By means of gestures and a few Turkish

Wanting to see how salmon were caught and 
knowing some of the members of the Tsawout 
band at Saanichton Bay, I drove out there hoping 
to photograph some the salmon being caught in 
the waters of Sandhill Creek, which runs through 
the East Saanich Reserve land. 

’ 'WHtfh T arrived tew Underwood was fishing 
the creek, but as it was the latter part of No¬ 
vember I had unfortunately missed the main run, 
even though it had been late starting due to the 
low water levels. 

Several fisli were chased by Lew but all to no 
avail; the run at Sandhill creek was over. 

Lew’s family had taken about 20 salmon ear¬ 
lier and he estimated that altogether 150 fish had 
been taken from ttye creek this year. 


AU that remained were a few stragglers 
finishing the run and on the banks the skins of 
about 40 salmon that had fallen prey to raccoons 
and otter. 

Though the run at Sandhill Creek was nearly 
over, Lew explained he had a permit to take^O 
salmon from Coldstream where the rim had been 
later starting. He and his wife Pat would be going 
out there the next day and if I wanted to get 
some photographs I was rnqre than welcome to 
join them. 

Five Native Indian bands of southern 
Vancouver Island have a particular interest 
in the run at Goldstream, as they are allowed 
to take the spawning salmon using traditional 
methods, provided they are for their own con¬ 
sumption. 

These fishing rights were granted before Brit¬ 
ish Columbia joined Confederation and were one 
of the conditions agreed upon by the province in 
the 1871 terms of Union. The five bands granted 
this right are the Tsawout (East Saanich), Tsart- 
lip (West Saanich), Pauquachin (Coles Bay), Tsy- 
ceum (Patricia Bay) and Malahat. 

Lew and Pat, and also Albert Henry of the 


Pauquachin band, were already fishing when I 
arrived at Goldstream Park the next morning. 

The weapons they were using to catch the 
salmon were 10-foot-long poles with a gaff hook 
attached. 

The fish as they head up-river are extremely 
wary and often swim close to the river banks. 

At Sandhill Creek they must be prodded out 
to midstream for a clean shot, but at Goldstream. 
the Underwoods were standing by deep pools 
where the fish were easier to gaff. 

Timing and. aim are everything. The 
salmon move extremely fast and are hard to 
see clearly in the shadows of the water. They 
try to hit the fish in the head as this point af¬ 
fords the least damage to, the edible fles4i. 

Pat worked one side of the river while IXw 
worked the other and between them they soon 
took their quota of 30 chum and coho salmon. 
Most times the fish was gaffed before I even knew 
there was a fish there, the result of a keen eye 
and many years experience in taking the wary 
fish. 

Most of the fish killed had already spawned, 
and only one or two of the 30 they took that day 
had any eggs in them. The females are much 
smaller than the males so they usually try to 
spear the larger ones anyway. 

Though some people criticize the Indian 
right to take spawning salmon, the fish imme¬ 
diately start to deteriorate and die usually 
within a <£bek falling prey to raccoons and 
other predators. 

A permit is taken out for the number of fish 
required. Without a permit Uiey are allowed to 
take only four fish. The fisheries department 
supervises the hunt and • cut the noses off the 
salmon to prevent them from being sold illegally. 

I was quite impressed with the way in which 
everyone took only enough for their own immedi¬ 
ate use, limiting the size of permit applied for to 
economic and family need. 

Most permits were for about 20 fish, while 
one for 50 for a large family would be near max¬ 
imum I was told. 

Anxious to learn the traditional method of 
drying salmon I asked if I could photograph Pat 
in the various stages of preparation. 

Two days later I arrtved at their home to 
observe and photograph the actual “skinning” 
or preparation of the fish. The tw f o days wait 
allowed the salmon to become easier to han¬ 
dle during preparation. 

The fish is first rubbed well with newspaper, 
burlap sacking or dried sword ferns to remove 
slime. 

Pat used newspaper and ferns. The tail and 
gills were removed next, though this is optional. 

With a sharp knife a deep incision is made 
down each side of the head and two parallel cuts 
are made down either side of the backbone 
through to the, stomach cavity. The head and 
backbone with the entrails attached are lifted out 
in one easy operation. The remainder still joined 
at the underside falls open as a flat piece. 

In a large salmon with thick flesh four to six 
parallel lengthwise cuts will be made in the flesh 
almost through to the skin to enable the smoke to 
penetrate right tlirough. 

Pat rubbed table salt well into the meat with 
heT hand to act as a curing agent, though some 
prefer to soak the fish for up to 24 hours in a 
strong brine solution. 

Rock salt is generally used in the solution 
and the brine is considered strong enough 


when a potato will float on tap without .sink- J 
ing. " 

Cedar sticks are put crosswise on the fish to 
keep it flat while smoking. Three or four are used 
per fish, with the ends notched into the flesh 
carefully to avoid breaking through the skin. 

A longer hanging stick near the tail end of the 
fish goes through tire skin and this is tracked by 
a shorter locking stick alx>ut an inch behind to 
prevent the weight of the fish pulling the hanging 
stick right through. 

Pat had a large audience while she worked, 
for besides myself were her three young children, 
Irene, 13, Emma, 11, and Sonny, 9 years old, 
and two nephews, Gary and John Hermsen Jr. } 

It was a family project in every sense 
of the world, the boya having accompanied 
Lew on some of the fishing trips and the girls . 
watching and assisting their mother when- l 
ever possible with the skinning work. ^ 

The fish were now ready for smoking and : 
were stacked flesh to flesh while the fire was 
being readied. After the fish have been in fresh ! 
water It Is impossible to remove all the slime-! 
from the skin and this will ruin the meat if they 
touch, so care is taken at this point to stack them 
properly. i 

Alder wood is used for the fire as it produces ! 
the best smoke. The salmon are hung fairly high, 
between five and nine feet from the actual fire. 

It is most important to produce a good 
smoke without too much heat or the fish will 
be cooked and become leathery and tasteless. ' 
Sufficient heat Is required, however, to dry 
them thoroughly. * 

The thoroughly dried salmon will be a leath¬ 
ery looking substance about one-third it’s original 
weight, with a smell not unlike that of kippers. ,| 
A “hard” or fully dried smoke will take from 
four to five days of continuous fire, but some now 
do a half ' or partial smoke that requires only I 
two days or even 24 to 30 hours if it has good 
smoke. The “half” smoke fish is immediately put 
into a freezer and then must be boiled well before j 
eating. 

When fully smoked the processed fish are left 
hanging till used. Fifteen minutes boiling time is 
all that is required to restore moisture ^nd pro- 
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duce a tasty meat serving. 

Lew and Pat said they would probably ^ 
eat smoked salmon once or twice a week; £ 
half a fish being sufficient for each meal as 
too much flavor is lost if the fish Is reheated - 
after cooking. 

The Underwoods started doing their own 
smoking about 10 years ago and besides salmon 
also smoke butter clams and duck. Lew also said v 
he wanted to try smoking some venison ribs soon 
as they are said to be very good. 

Each year more and more Indians are f* 
taking advantage of these fishing rights. Eeo- 
nomica, as food prices soar and game be- L 
comes scarce, is one reason for this renewed * 
Interest, but I also detect a pride in revival of J$ 
traditional customs especially among mauy of |j f . 
the younger generation. * 

For thousands of years the Indians have had 
an ecologically sound fish harvesting program on 
the Island that has played an important role in 
their family economy, l feel that I now' have a 
much better understanding of the ithportance of 
the salmon run to the native peoples from my 
first hand observations last fall. . 
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Morch is famous for its winds 
and "The Ides" and the tides and 
its hares which are mad. In March 
eoger gardeners turn soil and plant 
seeds regardless of lion-like days. 
Buds burst and lambs gambol but 
whatever the m.o nth there are 
meals to prepare. 

In these days of high Drices, eooomy is on the 
mind of most housewit^s . . . budgets become 
stretched almost to bursting. Now we look tor 
recipes to stretch our food dollar. 

Today I’m thinking of fish. I know the price 
i4 iish has increased, but a little fish can go a 
long way . . . fish can be stretched. 

So often we think of price in terms of actual 
weight instead of weight jier edible portion, there¬ 
fore we often wrongly accuse all fish as being on 
the same high scale as other protein rich foods. 

In most ways of buying fish today there is 
little or no waste ... we eat all we pay for. 

You could do comparison tests on different 
foods w here you shop. For example . . . beef cuts, 
even hamburger has a percentage of waste in its 
fat content. Pork, lamb, ham ami bacon . . . think 
of the fat, bone, gristle, rind, etc., and calculate- 
the actual edible portion then compare it to 
seafoods. 

It. canned or frozen fish there is i» waste. 

A Ifi'/j-ounce can of salmon can he 
stretched to serve four . . . how is that for 
economy? There is no difference in the food

the cost is different . . . make your choice. 

OLD FASHIONED SALMON IX)AF FOB

And don’t forget the goodness of canned 
tomn.

FULL OF BEANS'.

Heloise 
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Victorians Told Story of Walla Walla 

t- *. * 

Death, Terror and Hardship 
Followed Collision at Sea 




«* 


Three-quarters of a century has 
passed since the good ship Walla 
Walla died. 

A regular visitor to Victoria for many years. 
Che Reamer’s collision with the French bark Max. 
off Cape Mendocino, plunged the city into mourn¬ 
ing for lost relatives and friends. 

Eight dbys after, several of those who** had 
survived the ordeal, which began with a grinding 
crash in the early hours of Jan. 2, 1902, arrived in 
Victoria aboard another American steamer, the 
Umatilla. Their story of shipwreck was one of 
death, terror and hardship. 

One local survivor, Miss Williams, principal 
of the girls’ Central School, had experienced 
“one of the most severe trials erf those in the 
wreck.” 

A Mrs. Hastings, the only other resident 
amongst the survivors to reach Victoria aboard 
the Umati lla, ha d also had a trying time. 

As one of tliose who had abandoned the dying 
Walla Walla in the sixth and last lifeboat, Mrs. 
Hastings had suffered five hours of extreme dis¬ 
comfort, having worn no more d>an a flimsy 
nightgowi) against the cold and damp. 

“I had decided to remain over at Sausalito 
with Mr. and Mrs. Claus^h, whom I was visit¬ 
ing,*’ said Miss Williams, “until the Umatilla 
sailed. But on the morning of the sailing of the 
Walla Walla I recrived a telegram asking me to 
sail by her, and I went out to the steamer in’the 
stream on a launch. I clambered up her sides on 
a ladder put oyQ for me and my luggage was 
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handed on board, and I was made comfortable in 
No. 13 stateroom on the main deck. 

“Everything seemed to indicate a pleasant 
voyage.” 

Despite Miss Williams' ominous posting 
to Stateroom 13, she was unconcerned, and, 
with evening, retired to her eal>in. However, 
at 3:15 a.m., she was awakened by a “heavy 
crash, and putting my head out of my state¬ 
room I saw the bows of the sailing bark Max 
interlocked with the steumer Walla Walla. 

“I did not know the danger then but dressed 
hurriedly. I put on only a skirt and blouse, so 
that I would not be impeded if I.had to swim, and 
with these, a, fur cloak and my hat on, I went out 
on deck . . .” 

Although but a few minutes had elapsed since 
the Walla Walla was impaled by the Frenchman, 
the steamer's orew w£re already in the process of 
lowering the boats. According to Miss Williams, 
panic reigned momentarily, with male passengers 
acting like “caged animals” until the captain ap¬ 
peared on deck. Cool and authoritative, she said, 
he soon managed to calm everyone down and saw 
to it that the men did not rush the lifeboats. 

The first boat, under tlie command of 
IJeut. Kockmeier, waq then readied for 
launching. First to board was Mrs. Kock¬ 
meier, to be followed by several more 
women, when suddenly, 10 “brutes” charged 
the crew bundling the boat, forced their-way 
aboard, and took possession. 

Unwilling to take time to force them out, 
Lieut. Kockmeier gave the order to lower the 
boat, the craft successfully clearing the stop's 
side Jespite a choppy sea. 

C^fce underway, the officer set a course for a 
nearby lighthouse. The mutinous passengers 


protested, however, insisting thaLhe land at the 
port of Trinidad. 

Kockmeier argued, warning that they proba¬ 
bly would swamp in the exposed surf there, but 
was overruled. Alter 31 hours, the weary sur¬ 
vivors approached shore in a wild surf. 

Moments after, as Kockmeier. had feared, the 
inexperienced oarsmen lost control, and the life¬ 
boat was swept, broadside, into the breakers. 
Powerless in the turmoil, they could do nothing 
but hold on and pray that their frail craft man¬ 
aged to remain upright. 

Then the lifeboat swumj>cd, plunging them 
into the surf. Miraculously, uH reached shore, 
although half-drowned; ail, (hat is, but one 
passenger—Mrs. Kockmeier—-who was swept 
away in the undertow. 

Miss Williams, who had witnessed the first 
boat’s launching, had remained aboard ship, help¬ 
ing “the women and children to the boats. I knew 
that I could swim and waited for the last boat. 

“The last boat was taken by a boatswain 
who, with three firemen, pulled away from the 
ship’s side, when Capt. Hall told them to take the 
boat around to the starboard side, to pick up the 
women. These fellows met the steamer Dispatch 
and tojd the captain that they were the only sur¬ 
vivors. He believed them until he picked up 
another boat and then he cruised about and 
picked up many others.” 

The morale of those so cnllously left 
aboard the sinking liner hit bottom when the 
electrical plant was flooded, plunging the 
Walla Walla into darkness. Listing to star 
board, the ship began her death glide — when 
Alisa Williams decided that it was high time 
she jumped. 

Calmly removing hat and coat, she climbed

Thu railing, saw that the water was clear..and * 
leaped into space. Upon surfacing, she spotted a 
raft nearby and swam aljmgside. For several 
hours she hung to its side, one knee hooked over 
ihe edge, as its gallant'male occupants swore 
♦ onsiderably.” 

When a parti ally-flooded lifeboat approached* 
she was directed to clirfib aboard. But it, like the 
raft, was overcrowded, and she swam to a second 
float. Other rafts later drifted along, several of 
those aboard that to which she was clinging, for¬ 
saking it for the others. Soon she and seven men 
had the tiny island to themselves. 

Waves washed over it continually and from 
t a.m. until 4 p.m. we must have drifted 40 miles. 
Three steamers passed, and we signalled in vain, 
At last the Dispatch bore down on us and picked 
us up. 

I was lifted on board with ropes, and. while 
r »ot unconscious, my heart had nearly stopped 
beating, and Capt. Hall, Mr. McLellan and others 
worked with me for .some time, rubbing mv spine * 
with alcohol, before I was brought to. 

*\Ve were 12 hours on the raft With water 
up to our waists and there was nothing to- eat. 
Fortunately niy New Year's dinner was a 
good one, for I had to exist on the memory of 
it for a long time . . 

Miss Williams concluded her account with a 
tribute to those with whom she had shared the 
second raft. J. Daily, an Everelt. Wash., drug¬ 
store- clerk, had given" her his coat. Others had 
shared their whisky flasks. 

Her greatest praise went to Capt. Hall, master 
■ f ihe ill-fated Walla WaJla. Unquestionably, she 
declared, Hall was a hero: "He went down with 
the steamer and was blown up to the surface by 
an explosion.” 

As for an< ther Victoria passenger, a Mrs. 
Johnson, she could not say. 

At the subsequent inquiry, f apt. Benoist, 
master of 'V bark Max, submitted a state- 
nient to the effect that his mate had been on 
watch on the morning of Jan. 2. There li:td 
been no P'**, and, upon observing the lights •>! 
a steamship, the mate had so informed him. 
Ttenoist went on deck, saw the oncoming 
steamer for himself, then returned to his 
cabin to dress. He was thus engaged when the 
*hips struck. 

Uponprushmg topside, he found his own vessel 
Lathy holed at the bow. the ships having parted 
soon after impact. Too involved in issuing orders 
for the safety rf the Max. ne simply had a lantern 
bf so as to mark his {jositlon. 

When he saw nothing more of the-stenmer be 
• oneluded that she had been injured but slightly 
onri had proceeded under her own power. 

He had no idea, he claimed, that the 
Walla Walla had foundered, leaving-scores of 
men, women and children in the water or 
adrift in lifeboats and on rafts. At least 26 
others had be"n lost. 

Perhaps the best account of the Walla Walla 
disaster is that of her master, Capt. Arthur I. 
Hall, made shsartly after the disaster. The ship, 
he said, cleared San Francisco on New Year’s' 
Day, b)und for Victoria and* Puget Sound. By die 
time he retired, it was thick with fog and'rf light 
rain. 

“About 4:30 a.m.,” he recounted. “I was sud¬ 
denly awakened by an awful crash on the port 
*ide, well forward. Second Officer Luke was on 
watch at the time.” 

The Walla Walla’s housing, particularly that 
near his cabin, was badly mauled by the blow, 
ihe main impact rf collision having occurred iunt 
forward. In fact, Capt. Hall had narrowly escaped 
instant death, or serious injury, his bunk having 
been torn from its fastenings and hurled across 
bis cabin. 

On deck. Hall ran foi.vard to check the extent 
*4 his ship’s injuries, seeing the other vessel, 
which he took to be French by the language used 
by her crewmen, rebound ami T grope” along the 
Walla Walla’s side, 

“1 called to her to stand by. She drilled 
away and was lost to view. 1 could not tell 
how badly she was injured, but I do not imag¬ 
ine she was severely hurt. She struck us bow 
♦•n and though her forward rigging might 
b»\e been broken II is not likely her boll Pil¬ 
fered materially.” 

He at once gave orders to arouse everyone 
who might have slept Through ihe crash. When 
the Walla Walla began to list and it became ap¬ 
parent she must sink, he turned his attentiofr t., 
abandoning ship. His new, hr said, hi'Ttrt ad¬ 
mirably throughout the crisis, overseeing evaca- 
■&*» and preventing panic among passengers. 
Surprisingly, an attempt had even been made to 
save the baggage; a project soon abandonee!. 

I gave orders to have the pert boilers .blown 
off, it being necessary to give tlx vessel a list Vj 


keep the gaping hole in her side out of the water. 
In a few minutes all of the lifeboats and rafts 
were out with the exreption of two, which were 
smashed. One of the boats contained nine out of 
Id passengers. All were thrown into the water but 
managed to board the liferaft which had been 
launched a few minutes previously. The second 
boat was smashed by striking a heavy object in 
the water, but all the passengers were rescued by 
another liferaft.” 

He estimated there were about lfifl passen¬ 
gers and crewmen aboard. As for- the Max. he 
said the fog had been so thick she had^remained 
invisible almost to the last second before The 
collision andr that, Immediately upon slipping free 
.►f the Walla Walla’s shattered bows, the oark 
vanished into the gloom. 

As the fog had also hampered evacuation, 
he said, he had remained aboard until the 
\ery end — actually going down with the 
ship. 

After I had been down I don’t know how 
long the social hall deck broke off and I floated to 
The surface with.it. Sighting a life-raff.' I com¬ 
menced swimming and succeeded in reaching it 
oiler a hard struggle and was pulled on board by 


the olher three occupants. We floated about rtat- 
lv all day and early in the evening were picked 
up a few miles north of the wreck by the steamer 
Dispatch, which was proceeding to Seattle. 

"When the (Walla Walla) went down 3 was 
struck by a heavy spar and badly bruised. Thus, 
with the exposure, left me in a very wetOrennT 
condition; in fact, we were all more ot "Jeff 
played out when Capt.^Johnson took u? aboard 
the Dispatch.” 

Although he could not be sure of tlx c&ett- 
illy toll he was convinced that nc fewer 
26 l>ervons — |K*>slbly as many at u6 — had 
perished in the disaster. The greatest toB. be 
thought, had been exacted of the steerage 
passengers whose forward compartments 1W* 
Max had splintered into ”match\vo<^ v ” 

The worst ordeal had been suffered, by rhe^e. 
aboard ihe liferaft^, the choppy seas h$\irn: 
a 'clean break over them continuously. £Vip! J?td7 
♦bought that, had rescue not come when :>f dto¬ 
rn any of the survivors, particularly the worn* 7 
would not have lasted much longer.

Pole Cats to Polar Bears 




In such a place Mar¬ 
jorie and Eric Bernard 
have made their home for 
the last 12 years and to 
this place they return 
from their journeys which 
have taken them to many 
far places about the 
world. 

Eric was born in Vancouver in 
19»jr2 and his father, George Bernard, 
became something of a legend in 
later years when he and his wife, 
Jessie, lived a few miles from 
Parksville on Vancouver Island. 

He kept game birds, pet rac¬ 
coons, he stuffed and mounted ani¬ 
mals and the house became a veri¬ 
table museum. He had a collection 
of weapons which he made himself. 
He made beautiful bows and arrows, 
making the bowstrings of linen 
thread. He made copper topped cof¬ 
fee tables of wagon wheels, and his 
chickens, which he caponized him¬ 
self, were in great demand. 

★ ★ ★ 

At the time of Eric’s birth his fa¬ 
ther had what was then thought to 
t>e a good job with Vancouver city, 
laying woo$ paving blocks for city 
streets at ' 50 cents a day for 10 
hours work. 

Moving to Vancouver Island 
George Bernard preempted a 
quarter section adjacent to Fork 
Lake in the Highland district and by 
1904 had a livable house built on 
the newly cleared land. 

Eric recalls the ice on the lake 
•ne year was 10 to 12 inches thick 
and his father stored blocks of it in 
sawdust for the coming summer. 
George named his place Stoneleigh 
and here more of his children were 
bom, — Dorothy — who died when 
she was 10 Cyril, Barbara and 
Rosalie. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bernard raised 
squabs, chickens, geese and turkeys, 
which, with butter and eggs, they 
sold to the Empress Hotel. 

★ ★ ★ 

In. 1914 it was decided to move to 
Parksville where the land was more 
arable than in the rocky Highland 
district and while George was busy. 

there clearing land, building n cabin 
and then a house and bams, the 
young Eric, at Stoneleigh, earned 
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five cents a day Idoking after the 
-cows. 

At Parksville, where a sister, Ei¬ 
leen, was bom in 1916, Eric and lus 
brother Cy walked two miles to 
school, looked after the cows, and 
earned 25 cents a rick for cutting 
firewood for* the house. 

★ ★ ★ 

Eric earned his first real money 
by unloading railroad cars of hay 
and grain for the Grain Growers 
Company, of Parksville. This was 
contract work and was mostly done 
before or after school or on week¬ 
ends. In connection with the Grain 
Growers Company Eric recalls their 
rather amusing slogan- coined by 
William Galpin Brice, manager — 


but he recalls that it did quite the 
opposite, making him violently ill. 

At this time an inspector for the 
Naugle Pole Company of Minnesota 
got him the contract for loading 
cars of poles all over Vancouver 
Island. 

★ ★ ★ 

All these operations were horse- 
powered, nearly always with single 
horses rather than with teams, in 
order that narrow trails might be 
used. Some of these horses, he re¬ 
members, were very intelligent and 
answered well to command. They 
were not driven with reins but were 
just talked to — and sometimes 
pretty roughly, he smiles. 

About the year 1928 Eric and

Eric did not go on to high school 
as his brothers and sister did, but he 
worked diligently at- many jobs. He 
bid on supplying cordvvood for the 
school, he cut and sold cedar 
%hakes, and he helped make char¬ 
coal for the powder works at Nan- 
o>se Bay. Hie burner for this was 
at Beaver Creek and Ihe big alder 
trees were cut into four foot lengths, 
split, and. burned to charcoal. 

At Hilliers he began his first pole 
cutting, working^ with two Swedes, 
Charlie and John Olson, and it was 
the Olsons who gave him his first 
snoose-chewing experitStee. They 
told him it wouhl cure his headache, 


Allan Ford, a resident of Coombs, 
went into partnership, forming the 
company of Ford and Bernard. They 
purchased their first tractor Cgas 
20 ) and thus began the change from 
horses to mechanical power. 

The firm prospered and at one 
period 27 cars of their poles were 
shipped on one train from Port 
Mann. They sold cedar poles to 
large firms in Minneapolis and even 
during the depression years they 
managed to honor their contracts. 

Their final shipment was loaded 
at Courtenay and these were poles 
from a company who were unable to 
find a market for their stock which 
was floating In water at the booming 
grounds of Comox Logging Co. near 
Roys ton. 


They bought the 3,000 poles in 
1931. took them out of the water, 
trucked them to Courtenay station 
and strip piled them for a year to 
dry out for rail shipment in 1932. 

This was the time of the depres¬ 
sion and Eric and Allan Ford's sa¬ 
laries were reduced from $400 a 
month to $50, with car expenses. 
They both drove a Model A Ford. 

★ ★ ★ 

In 4931 Eric married Marjorie 
Gilbert at St. Luke’s in Victoria, the 
same church in which lie had been . 
christened. The following year they 
had a daughter, Nadene. 

Ford and Bernard were an en¬ 
terprising pair of young men and 
their next venture was a tie mill 
which they set up at Parksville sta¬ 
tion. 

They sawed sleepers for the CPR 
for $10 per 1,000 board feet and they 
secured a contract to cut export ties 
for Egypt. The side lumber, unsuit¬ 
able for ties, was stacked with strips 
between layers for drying bqt they 
were unable to sell much at $10 per 
1.000 so they bought an old planer in 
Comox and dressed all the rough 
sawn pieces which they sold on the 
local market for $13 per 1,000. 

They built a warehouse out of 
this rough lumber for their equip¬ 
ment, behind the Rod and Gun hotel 
in Parksville, a building which now 
houses the Parksville Canadian le¬ 
gion. 

They next contracted to construct 
the B.C. Electric power line between 
Qualicum and Parksville as well as 
obtaining another contract for the 
line between Ladysmith and Dun¬ 
can. They had a pole operation at 
Spider Lake and a power line con¬ 
struction job over the Malahat ami a 
Zeballos road construction job.

At Allis time they decided to dis¬ 
solve partnership. Eric went to 
Mayo, near Duncan, where they 
had acquired pole stumpage, taking 
horses and pole rigging and Ford 
took the other jobs as well as the 
Caterpillar and sawmill. 


At Mayo Eric, Marjorie and the 
small Nadene, lived in a 40xl0-foot 
bunkhouse on a mountain side and 
they travelled on a railroad speeder. 


There was another bunkhouse for 
pole cats as they wore 
r the cook and his fam¬ 
ily and one for the horses. When 
they were ready to ship poles they 
started up the wood-burning locomo¬ 
tive, hired an engineer ami brake- 
man and Eric acted as fireman. 


In 1937 he acquired the Hill< t est 
company cedar pole concessions 
from Porter Garrison, including his 
caterpillar tractor and this machine 
is now in Wellbum’s Forest Museum 
at Duncan.

At Hillcrest the logging operations 
were getting so high up the moun¬ 
tains that the snow did not go until 
the end of June so Eric decided .to 
move to Sooke, obtaining conces¬ 
sions from the Elder Logging com¬ 
pany. 


During the war years he pro¬ 
duced poles for various undertak¬ 
ings in connection with’the war ef¬ 
fort, here and in England. After 
Pearl Harbor the United States 
needed poles for their installations 
in the islands they recaptured from 
the Japanese. For each new piece of 
territory, in Guam, Corregidor, Mid¬ 
way, etc., they needed poles. 

A great stroke of luck came when 
the CNR decided to replace all tele¬ 
graph lines across the continent. 
Eric had a huge quantity of 20 and 
25-foot small poles which he had ac¬ 
cumulated owing to lack of market. 
They were valued at five to six 
cents per lineal foot ami the CNR of¬ 
fered him 18 cents per lineal foot. As 
Eric remarks with a smile: “Well, 
every dog has his day.” 

★ ★ ★ ^ 

He next began buying tracts of 
timberland on the Sooke-Saseenos 
slopes, producing at the same time, 
poles, piling and fish trap poles 
from the Muir Creek area. Pro¬ 
ducing fish trap poles proved to be a 
very interesting project. 

He took out the long, beautiful 
155-foot timbers, 18 inches at the 
butt <v and tapered with a four-foot 
snipe to a four-inch square point. 
They were lowered by cable so there 
would be no breakage. 

A two-inch hole was bored at the 
beginning of the taper with a 60-foot 
length of chain ^passed through the 


hole on each pole to form a fan 
lxx>m. This was all work at this 
period and all the poles were hand- 
peeled. 

Many years later these poles 
were pulled out and left to rot on 
Whiffen Spit. 

Eric remarks that up until 1965 a 
good portion of the hydro arid tele¬ 
phone poles on southern Vancouver 
Island were supplied by his opera¬ 
tion. He supplied, also, the 65-foot 
poles for the first illumination of 
Athletic Ball Park in Victoria, and 
also the 85-foot poles for Chicago 
Ball Park’s first illuminated ball 
games. Over a 20-year period he 
probably shipped in the neigh¬ 
borhood of 100,000 poles. 


Eric, however, has not spent all 
his life producing poles. Always in¬ 
terested in big game hunting he took 
time off to indulge in this sport. His 
first trip w>as in 1950 to Echo Valley 
near Femie to hunt elk and the fol¬ 
lowing year he w-ent to Anahim 
I,ake in the Rainbow Mountains, 
overlooking the cattle country 
around Quesnel, to hunt moose and 
Cariboo. 

Two years later he travelled up 
the Alaska highway to Bucking 
Horse Creek in the Sikini watershed 
for mountain sheep and goat, moose 
and cariboo. He has been to the 
Yukon for the beautiful Dahl sheep 
and grizzly bear and in 1970 he went 
to Mongolia for Argali sheep in the 
Altai mountains. A year later he 
was after polar bear on Banks Is¬ 
land, 350 miles north of Inuvik. 

★ ★ ★ 

Eric stresses that he was not 
.only interested in hunting (or the 
trophies, he was never a wasteful 
hunter. Two-thirds of the interest, he 


says, is in seeing the country, study¬ 
ing the habitats of the animals and 
their survival patterns. He has a 
very few heads on his walls, a snow 
white Dahl sheep, a magnificent Ar¬ 
gali from Mongolia, a 'stone sheep 
and a mountain goat which he got in 
the Turn Again River region, 
southwest of Watson Lake. 

A polar bear skin covers a whole 
bed and this, he says, was only a 
small one, and on the floor is a fine 
grizzly bear.

Marjorie did not acoonipany him 
on the hunting trips but she has 
gone on many other journeys around 
the world. They have been twice to 
New Zealand and Australia, to Akla- 
vik and Tuk Tuk to see the reindeer 
herds, flying back over the Ogilvie 
mountains to Dawson City. They 
have together toured Europe ami the 
British Isles, the Bahamas and Ha¬ 
waii. 


Eric, alone, has been to India, 
Norway, Sweden and Denmark. He 
arrived in Berlin while the Berlin 
wall was being constructed. He has 
been to Spain, Egypt, Bagdad and 
Iran. He has travelled up the Rhine 
to Vienna and he has been to Bti» 
pia and Kenya. There is not very- 
much of the world he has not seen 
and next year he and Marjorie plan 
to go to England again. She was 
born in the Midlands and wants to 
see that part once more and, too^ 
she wants to see the fjords of Nor¬ 
way. 

At Maple Bay they lead a quiet 
life, enjoying their five grand¬ 
children who li\^e in Duncan with 
Nadene and her husband Ken Hill, a 
chartered accountant. 


Eric says that it was not so much 
that he had always wanted to travel 
for the sake of travelling. He lil>ps to 
see things at first hand and he likes 
to see man’s work well done. 

At 72 he is still \-ery young a«t 
heart as well as in appearance. For 
him there is always a tomorrow to 
look forward to, a new experience, 
another world to see. 




POLES AT <DO>IBS, 1601 
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SO THAT’S A FLY ROD! 


for years Kit Kitney and 
/ have agreed on one sub - 
/ecf — we are the two 
worst fiycasters anywhere 
in Western Canada . Kit 
has been outdoors editor 
of the Winnipeg Tribune 
practically ever since the 
Second World War and is 
a past president of the 
Outdoor Writers of Cana¬ 
da. 

For my sins I did the same job 
foe the Manitoba weekly newspapers 
for more than 25.years. 

Outdoor writers are automati¬ 
cally presumed to be experts on all 
i'/ch matters pertaining to the 
sports they report, but fly rods? 
That is something else again 

In our own defence, fly fishing 
>poortunitie» on the prairies have 
been fairly limited until recent 
years. A few keen Amerioan sports¬ 
men used to bring fly rods with 
them on junkets into northern Mani¬ 
toba. Late on midsummer evenings 
big whitefish rise readily to a prop¬ 
erly cast dry fly and provides plenty 
k action when hooked. 

The occasional U.S. writers even 
use their fly rods when searching 
for great northerns, the abundant 
pike in northern lakes. 

Tom McNally Is one well-known 
>utdoor writer who successfully bat¬ 
tled a 20-pounder to a finish with a 
Qy rod and light leader. But with 
Kitney and Robinson it is another 
verv different story. 

Ail sorts of expert* liave done 
9fceir bef»t to teach us how to 
wield the long rods and have left 
wi th a look of diafpM on their 
*ice. 

G. W Gerry” Malaher. for 
many veal's director of the Manitoba 
game and fisheries branch, is a real 
master of the fly rod. I would be too 
embarrassed to tell you the time 
iad effort he devoted trying to teach 
me the rudiments of the business 
Another bo*om fishing companion 
mine. Dr. Eob Christia gleaned 
ill I knew about baitcasting and 
spincasting equipment in a day or 
so. In return he vainly tried to im¬ 
part the fly rod skill he had brought 
crom his native Scottish highlands 
ik<l gav e up in disgust. 

I did happen to have a split cane 
fly rod with me. so Kit and I took 
rurns practising. We had nr* fly on 
rhe leader, but that did not matter 
as there rte:e no fish there anyway 
Too bad there was not something 
>n the end though, because, just as 
rhe sun came up about 4:30 a.m. Kit 
made a really good effort and tossed 
the t*>p section of my beautiful rod 
halfway across the river. That was 
i trying*morning. 

We had had no breakfast after 
getting up at 3:30 a.m.. the pilot did 
not arrive until about 8:30 and we fi¬ 
nally got our bacon and egg* about 
rvor. 300 miles north at the lodge 
it Gods Lake. 

On another northern expedition 
we were flowtv into Manitoba's nu«t 
northerly fishing lodge, almost on 
die boundary' of NWT. In fact Nue»- 
tin Lake, on which floe li«dge Is situ¬ 
ated, is two-thirds in the Territory 
Basically the lake w renowned tor 
die big lak£ trout and there are also 
pike and whitefish, but it was the

Thlewiaza River that was a great 
attraction for us. 

On oar first trip up the river, 
oar host told us there was ex¬ 
cellent Arctic grayling fishing if 
they just happened to he in the 
mood. Kit elected to take his fly 
rod along while the rest of us 
relied on Hght spin casting rods. 

The fish were in a most coopera¬ 
tive mood. As long as you offered 
them something black, they were 
ready to do business w ith you. Kit 
got plenty of action w’ith his black 
gnats, but never landed a single 
fish. When lie lost his last black fly, 
nothing else would provide a bite. 

In the meantime, vve w'ere losing 
Mepps and Len Thompsons at an 
alarming rate in that foaming rock- 
strewn cataract, but vve were getting 
fish. 

The incredibly beautiful little 
scrappers would bounce all over the 
river with that huge dorsal ftn 
straight up in anger at the hook in 
the mouth. But every single fish 
caught was on spinning equipment 

Apart from the huge lake trout, 
making their homes away down in 


the cool depths, the only other na¬ 
tive prairie trout are the eastern 
brook trout residing in a few of 
those far northern rivers running 
into Hudson Bay western edge. 
Again some anglers have managed 
to take these elusive creatures on 
flies, but almost all are taken on 
heavier equipment. 

For a number of years, barbed 
hooks have been prohibited on these 
rivers and landing an ambitious six- 
pounder can be a real test of an 
angler's skill. 

But trout fishing hut* nprrud 
widely aero*** the prairies and 
now every- province has trout 
streams and lakes. 

Saskatehwan’s Pippreli Lake has 
produced an unbelievable succession 
of huge rainbows ranging all the 
way up to nearly 20 pounds. 

Alberta has always had excellent 
trout fishing in it's mountain 
streams but the pothoJe plantings ot 
rainbows gave many more anglers a 
chance at trout. 

Manitoba no! only stocked dozens 
of lakes with rainbow, brook, spiake 
and in a few' spots kokanee salmon,

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but also planted trout in many of the 
streams that race down the big 
ranges of hills along the province’s 
western bonier. 

Fly fishermen have come into 
their own; they have even formed a 
provincial Fly Fishers’ Association. 

In recent years I had tended to 
switch my allegiance from the pike 
and walleyes of the shallow Mani¬ 
toba lakes to the more elusive rain 
bow s and brookies of the streams in 
the Riding, Duck and Porcupine 
Mountains. I still tried to master that 
long wand, but usually after strip¬ 
ping the leaves from a dozen poplar 
branches, I changed over to my 
spinning rod and as a consequence 
much more success in my quest 
One by one. our children d* 
?»erted u* for the Pacific (Vast, 
xt we finally packed up ear bug-* 
and followed them. We even 
went a step farther moving to 
the Island, while they stayed ou 
the lower mainland. 

I had heard idle rumors thee* 
were trout streams on Vancover Is¬ 
land and intended to see these foe 
myself. Among the bribes the man¬ 
ager of the company I work for usea 
to induce me to leave the prairies 
was a promise of an introduction 
He is not a fisherman him¬ 
self, taking part In such seden¬ 
tary sport*. as rugby and 
squash, Imt he did kiunv a reut 
dyed-ln-tlie-woel angler. It iva* 
not long after we were settled 
in that I met Maurice ttrixon 
snd vve had onr first trip to¬ 
gether. 

Maurice took me in hnn.1 and 
gave me my first lessons that really 
registered in the art of/ly casting 
That .first day on the (jwiclian, not 
only did I manage to drop a Mar •*» 
Brown more than 20 fpet awav fu *• 
me. but I also actuallv landed a 
bouncing little 12-in rii cutthroat 
T even learned hew to bend a IT. 
on a leader and only spent about a 
quarter of my time getting my flv 
out of the grass or tlie tree-tops l 
learned more just watching the wav 
Maurice works every little bit of the 
pool, planting his fly wherever a Ing 
brown or rainbow might be resting 
I admired the* way ho tackle* 
that fast water swirling an inch 
two below the top of his waders 1* 
wa* not until we called a holt fo* 
lunch that first trip that I realized 
there were two or three small holes 
m those waders of his. But *xi- 
parently that glacial water lias n- 
effect in cooling hie ardor. He mere¬ 
ly changed his clothe* and went 
right back out again after we bad 
eaten. 

My IdMoa* will to resuming 
April 1. I mi going to «n*i«U thm 
my mentor h.* really waterproof 
wader* as I di* not want him 
catching pneumonia. There are

VV'e argue heartily about im 
number of subject*, but there i* one 
matter upon which vve most cordial¬ 
ly agree. Fishin • just ha* to to 
about the fine*.’ recreation anyone 
can enjoy. Even if you catch nothing 
at all, every day spent out in the 
fresh air, taking in all the sight* 
around you is something to be 
x stored away in vour ntemorv 

It is not always the trophies you 
catch tiiat make the day. I cao re¬ 
call a lazy bright summer afternoon 
fishing out in a boat when we were 
watching a huge squadron of peli¬ 
can* flying in formation Ttoy were 
making fuM ^ .ftt ito updraft uip - 
rent and scarcely moving their 
wrwzs. but wtter they did flap a 
wing, every bird did it at exactly the 
same split second I ^ave no ide;.* 
what fish vea caught that day I wall

Then, presto, if not a Tiffany 
lampshade materialized, a reason¬ 
able fascimile is now hanging above 
their dining table. Incidentally. 
John, being very versatile in hand¬ 
work also made the table. 

Since trying his hand at stained 
glass work he has become so 
successful and fascinated by making 
his own designs and putting them 
together that he is considering going 
into the business in a large way. 

The sort of things he wants to do 
in this line are the kind you can take 
with you if you want to move from 
dne house to , another. These are 
signs, lampshades, windows in 
doors, inserts in cupboards doors 
and free form designs to hang in 
windows or before other light 
sources. All the things he makes are 
colorful, interesting and original. 

John Shaneman is fulfilling a 
dream. He had spent 10 years of his 
childhood on his father’s farm on the 
side of Mount Prevost at Somenos, 
Duncan. Although life since had led 
him into the city he had never for¬ 
gotten the freedom of the coun¬ 
tryside, and had always hoped to re¬ 
turn to the rural way of life. 

After his father’s death, when he 
was 16, his mother and the family 
moved to West Vancouver. Since 
then he has lived in the city until he 
has managed to realize his objective 
of returning to country life. 

In February 1974 John andSan- 
dra Shaneman, and their litArTgirl, 
Melissa, left Vancouver and moved 
into the vine covered house of their 
dreams. It is an older six roomed 
cottage type house on nearly five 
acres of land, on Glenora Road, at 
Eagle Heights, Duncan. 


It is true, there was a raging 
snowstorm at the time they arrived.

"Because from this town,” he answered, 
"everything we make goes to Germany or 
America, and we only produce one rug every 
eight months. 

Our main regret as we sailed out early the 
> next morning was that Starflower was not 
loaded with Vasilika prayer rugs. 

But regrets were later forgotten in our fas- . 
cination with some new friends, a family of 
dolphins. All over the Mediterranean we had 
encountered these likeable creatures. It wac 
always a joy to have them travelling with us. 

This day twx> adults and three youngsters 
joined us as we neared our island destination. 
Playfully they skimmed along beside us 
sometimes breaking through the waves, 

. sometimes diving to crisscross in the clear 
blue water below our keel. 

They sdw us safely into the proper channel 
Then with incredible speed shot off to new 
amusements. 

C leopatra’s Island, lies almost at the 
head of the Gulf of Hos. the island’s area 
about equals our own Chatham Island off Ten 
Mile Point. It is T-shaped and gave us perfect 
protection as the opening of the C-faeed the 
mainland 200 yards away. 

A pleasant duty upon arrival at a clear-water 
anchorage such as this was to don mask, flippers 
and snorkel. This was classified as duty ^ecausc 
it meant a swim down the anchor rode to assure 
myself the anchor was well set., 

Then a swm\ across and along die edge* of 
the bay revealed an underwater treasure trove- of 
fascinating objects. Pen shells up to 18 inches 
long protruded from the sand. Bricks and stones 
lay scattered where they fell from shore side 
ruins. Sometimes the masonry was intact, taking 
the form of ancient foundation walls. 


In places terra-cotta pottery fragments lit¬ 
tered the seabed. As fascinating as these were we 
always respected Turkish law which forbids re¬ 
moving or even lifting antiquities from their rest¬ 
ing place. It was enough for us to simply see 
ihem, still laying where some first century litter- 
bug dropped them. 

On shore the ruined city was completely 
deserted. For the days we spend there it was 
our private domain. The only other urbanites 
in this classical ghost town were nervous lit¬ 
tle lizards. 

Yet it must have been grand once. Tile re¬ 
mains of walls still plumb and square extend 
right to the water’s edge over most of the island. 
A theatre with 2,000 seats represented a sizable 
population. Today, -gnarled tree trurrcs have a 
• life-long reserve on the choicest seats. 

Our most intriguing find was the small ben.h 
looking to the mountains across the gulf. The 
sand was pale yellow and eacli grain was a tiny 
perfect sphere. To walk on the beach was to sink 
to the ankles in warm soothing ball-bearings. 

We had never seen anything like it and later 
enquiries produced the fact that this sard is rx-t 
native to the area. The nearest it can be found i<= 
along the Red Sea. How did it get here? And 
why? 

Our imagination went to work. Perhaps the 
Cleopatra story is true. This beach could have 
been hers. The Unique sand could have been im¬ 
ported out of consideration for her delicate feet. 
The same grains that we shook from our sandals 
may have once rolled between the royal toes. 

Since we had made Rod rum our headquarters 
/or the Turkish coast Starflower had entered and 
left the harbor many times. It was always excit¬ 
ing to leave for another cruise, always an agree¬ 
able experience to return. But when we sailed in 
after our trip up the Gulf of Kos we felt a certain 
sadness. This time w-e were in port to take on 


provisions and clear customs. It would be our last 
visit to Bodrum and our leave taking from Tur¬ 
key. 

On voyages such as ours, in spite of the 
healthy outdoor life, the activity and thrill ef 
new landfalls there was always a melaneholy 
as well. Our tla^s seemed to he one long 
series of goodbyes. The travel that brought us 
new friends soon drew us apart again, each’ 
going our own way. 

This applied not only to people bpr to 
countries too. Especially Turkey. 

We lingered on deck, listening for the last 
time, to the minor key chant calling the faith¬ 
ful to prayer. Then reluctantly we oast off, 
hoisted sail and heeled as we caught^the first 
of the afternoon northwesterly. Soon the min¬ 
arets,-then the castle walls and finally the 
hills of Turkey faded into the haze astern.
